TENCE GRANTED  SINCE  THE  REPORT  TO  THE  FOURTEENTH 
LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY. 

CONDITIONAL  PARDONS. 

AndreAv  Dnvis.  Pleaded  guilty  to  charge  of  statutory  rape  in  Lincoln  County 
SejUember  30.  1913.  and  sentenced  to  ten  years.  Pardoned  July  14,  1915,  on  con- 
dition that  he  marry  the  woman  with  whom  he  had  been  living  and  legitimatize 
the  three  children,  and  provide  for  their  support. 

M.  H.  McKenzie.  Given  a  suspended  sentence  in  Sheridan  county  in  1914  ; 
later  committed  to  prison  for  violation  of  parole ;  because  of  affliction,  given  a 
conditional  pardon,  so  that  relatives  might  •  afford  treatment  immediately. 

COMMUTATIONS. 

W.  A.  Roberts.  Committed  from  Silver  Bow  County  March  28,  1911,  for 
twelve  years,  for  murder  in  second  degree.  Because  of  good  conduct  in  prison 
and  recommendation  by  officials  who  had  to  do  with  his  trial,  sentence  commuted 
on  January  20,  1915,  to  eight  years. 

Charles  Oapalette.  Committed  from  Valley  County  July  26.  1909.  for  thirty 
years,  for  rape.  Sentence  commuted  January  20.  1915,  to  ten  years,  on  recom- 
mendation of  Warden,  based  on  prisoner's  good  record. 

Gus  Lentz.  Comanitted  from  Valey  County  September  30.  1910.  for 
seventeen  years,  for  murder  in  second  degree.  Had  been  a  faithful  worker  during 
his  term  and  Avas  recommended  for  clemencv  hy  Warden.  Sentence  commuted  Jan- 
uary 20,  1915.  to  eight  years. 

James  Benson.    Committed  from  Gallatin  County  October  8.  1911,  for  ten 
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years,  for  burglary.  Presiiding  Judge  recommended  clemency,  and  upon  showing 
that  prisoner  had  tuberculosis,  sentence  was  commuted  on  January  20,  1915,  to 
two  years. 

W.  G.  Sallas.  Committed  from  Rosebud  County  February  21,  1913,  for  five 
years,  for  assault  in  second  degree.  Because  of  doubt  as  to  guilt  and  upon  rec- 
ommendation of  Warden,  sentence  was  commuted  on  January  20,  191.5,  to  two 
years. 

Robert  Walsh.  Committed  from  Valley  Couinty  August  11,  190B,  for  life,  for 
murder  in  second  degree.  Sentence  commuted  on  January  20,  1915,  to  twenty- 
two  years,   because   of  extenuating  circumstances   and  prisoner's   good  record. 

Earl  Streeter.  Committed  from  Valley  County  June  26,  1911,  for  two  years, 
for  grand  larceny.  Because  of  recommendation  of  presiding  Judge  and  nmny 
others,  sentence  commuted  on  January  20,  1915,  to  one  year. 

Henry  F.  Steinke.  Committed  from  Flathead  County  April  13,  1911,  for 
three  years  for  grand  larceny.  On  recommendation  of  Judg-e  and  County  At- 
torney, sentence  was  commuted  on  March  19,  1915,  to  two-  years. 

A.  T.  Howard,  Henry  Johnson  and  A'bert  Henry  Jones.  Committed  from 
Silver  Bow  County  December  27,  1909  for  15  years  each,  for  murder  in  second 
degree.  Because  of  circumstances  surrounding  case  it  was  apparent'  that  the 
prisoners  were  guilty  of  mianslaughter  only,  and  on  March  23.  1915,  sentences 
were  commuted  to  ten  years  each,  the  maximum  punishment  for  manslaughter. 

Edward  Mitchell.  Committed  from  Fergus  County  October  8,  1910,  for  ten 
years,  for  assault  in  first  degree.  Because  of  good  record  and  Warden's  recom- 
mendation, sentence  was  commuted  on  March  23,  1915,  to  eight  years. 

Robert  Albertson.  Committed  from  Choteau  County  April  3,  1912,  for  nine 
years,  for  grand  larceny.  Vpon  Warden's  recommendation  for  good  conduct,  sen- 
tence was  commuted  on  March  23,  1915,  to  six  years. 

M.  J.  Harrison.  Committed  from  Carbon  County  May  29,  1908,  for  fifty 
years,  for  murder  in  second  degree.  Because  of  recommendations  of  presiding 
Judge  and  eight  of  Jiirors  who  tried  Harrison  and  petitions  from  numerous 
citizens,  sentence  was  cdmimuted  on  May  5,  1915,  to  fifteen  years. 

Frank  McDaniels.  Committed  from  Blaine  County  October  8,  1912,  for  eight 
years,  for  manslaughter.  Circumstances  indicated  prisoner  had  received  a  heav- 
ier sentence  than  was  justified,  and  on  May  5,  1915,  sentence  was  commuted  to 
five  years. 

Ernest  Phelps.  Committed  from  Sanders  County  October  2.  1912,  foT  seven 
years,  for  robbery.  Pi-esiding  Judge .  and  others  interested  in  case  recommended 
clemency,  and  on  May  5.  1915.  sentence  was  commuted  to  five  years. 

Fred  Mayo.  Committed  from  Teton  County  October  4,  1910,  for  ten  years, 
for  burglary.  Clemency  recommended  by  presiding-  Judge  and  Warden  of  prison. 
Sentence  comiyuted  on  May  28,  1915,  to  eight  years. 

Robert  Hill.  Commntted  from  Rosebud  County  July  29,  1913,  for  five  years, 
for  robbery\  There  semed  serious  doubt  as  to  the  prisoner's  guilt,  and  on  May  28. 
1915.  sentence  was  commuted  to  four  years. 

Owen  Wynne.  Committed  from  Cascade  County  November  2.3,  1913.  for 
five  years,  for  grand  larceny.  The  victim  of  the  larceny  and  the  County  Attorney 
recommended  clemency  and  on  June  1,  1915,  sentence  was  commuted  to  three 
years. 

Albert  Og'le.  Committed  from  Yellowstone  County  July  22,  1913.  for  five 
years  for  burglary.  History  of  case  and  prisoner  showed  latter  to  be  entitled 
to  consideration,  and  on  June  3,  1915,  sentence  was  commuted  to  three  years. 

Patrick  Quirk.  Committed  from  Silver  Bow  County  October  20,  1911,  for 
twenty  years  for  robbei'y.  Quirk's  partner  in  the  crime  was  given  five  years, 
and  upon  recommendatioiu  of  District  Judge  and  County  Attorney's  office,  sen- 
tence was  commuted  on  June  5,  1915,  to  five  years. 

George  Reeves.  Committed  from  Silver  Bow  County  November  13,  1911.  for 
tAventy  years,  for  white  slavery.  On  account  of  his  youth,  many  officials  and 
private  citizens  petitioned  for  clemency,  and  on  June  8,  1915,  sentence  was  com- 
mitted to  five  years. 

Harry  Rheams.  Committed  from  Cascade  County  April  25,  1909.  for  life, 
for  murder  in  first  degree.  Rheams  was  a  mere  boy  at  the  timie  of  the  crime  and 
the  Count.y  Attorney  and  other  officials  .joined  in  a  recommendation  for  leniency. 
On  June  12,  1915,  sentence  was  commuted  to  twelve  years. 
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Jack  Logan.  Committed  from  Cascade  County  March  21,  1914,  for  five 
years,  for  grand  larceny.  Upon  recommendation  of  Jndge,  County  Attorney  and 
others,  sentence  was  on  June  12,  1915,  commuted  to  two  years. 

Harry  C.  Mannon.  Committed  from  Meagher  County  March  21,  191.1.  i'or  one 
year,  for  killing  and  maimiing  livestock.  Petitions  in  prisoner's  behalf  were  sulnnit- 
ted  by  many  citizens,  including  the  twelve  jurors  who  heard  the  evidence.  On 
June  19,  1915,  sentence  was  commuted  to  six  months. 

Danial  Shea.  Committed  from  Chouteau  County  December  23,  1908,  for  Hfe 
for  miurder ;  on  December  21,  1912,  sentence  was  commuted  to  fifteen  years.  For 
more  than  four  j'-ears  Shea  had  worked  in  the  road  camps,  cooking  for  the  pris- 
oners.

On  account  of  the 
previoUiS  good  record  of  the  prisoner  and  the  fact  that  he  got  into  trouble 
througli  drink,  and  his  good  conduct  as  a  prisoner,  sentence  was  on  September  15, 
1915,  commuted  to  one  year. 

T.  J.  Doyle.  Committed  from  Big-  Horn  County  April  21,  1914,  for  four 
years,  for  grand  larceny.  Prisoner  had  a  family  to  support,  and  as  he  had  an 
excellent  record  at  the  prison  it  was  deemed  proper  to  give  him  another  chance. 
Sentence  was  on  September  30,  1915,  commuted  to  two  years  and  six  months. 

Cyrus  A.  Spangler.  Committed  from  Fergus  County  March  11,  1910,  for 
twenty-five  years,  for  murder  in  second  degree.  After  hearing  statements  of  the 
presiding  Judge  and  others  interested  in  Spangler's  case,  sentence  was  on  October 
15,  1915,  commuted  to  ten  years. 

Committed  from  Sanders  County  November  16,  1917,  for  thirty 
years,  for  rape.  On  account  of  good  showing  made  in  behalf  of  prisoner  sentence 
was  on  December  7,  1915,  commuted  to  sixteen  years. 

W.  F.  Leichtnan.  Committed  from  Custer  County  March  26,  1912,  for  ten 
years,  for  manslaughtei'.  Because  of  faithful  work  while  a  prisoner,  sentence 
was  on  December  7,  1915,  commuted  to  eight  years.

Committed  from  Yellowstone  County  February  25,  1900.  for 
fifty  years,  for  mnrder  in  second  degree.  Fiaithful  service  and  other  facts  in 
prisoner's  case  caused  a  commutation  of  sentence  to  twentv  vears  on  December 
7,  1915.  —  ' 

Lsadore  Willette.  Committed  from  Valley  county  December  21,  1911,  for  four- 
teen years,  for  grand  larceny.  As  a  reward  for  faithful  work  as  a  prisoner,  sen- 
tence was  on  December  7.  1915,  commnted  to  eight  years. 

Ray  Johnson.  Committed  from  Cascade  County  May  1,  1914,  for  five  years, 
for  grand  larceny.  On  December  7,  1915,  sentence  \vas  commuted  to  three  vears". 
m  consideration  of  prisoner's  good  record. 
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Charles  Barnes.  Committed  from  Beaverhead  Coimty  December  17,  1911, 
for  ten  j^ears,  for  burglary.  Because  of  good  work  as  a  prisoner  he  was  recom- 
mended for  c'emency  by  the  Warde^n  and  on  December  7,  1915,  sentence  was  com- 
muted to  eight  j^ears. 

John  James  Reynolds.  Committed  from  Sanders  County  December  11,  1906, 
for  twenty-five  years,  for  murder  in  second  degree.

Committed  from  Choteau  County  December 
5,  1915,  for  rape,  for,  respectively,  not  less  thau  three  nor  more  than  five  years 
and  less  than  two  years  and  nine  months  nor  more  than  four  years.  Upon  rep- 
resentations made  and  petitions  filed,  sentemces  were  comm'uted  on  May  15. 
1916,  -as  follows :  In  the  case  of  Fegl.  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
five  years :  in  the  case  of  Pierce,  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  four 
years.

Be- 
cause of  the  condition  of  his  family  it  was  believed  best  tO'  intervene  in  Hibben's 
case  and  on  August  28,  1916,  sentence  w^as  commnted  to  not  less  than  nine  months 
nor  more  than  three  years. 

Committed  from  Cascade  County  January  30,  1916,  for  not 
less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  eighteen  months,  for  burglary.  Upon  considera- 
tion of  the  destitute  condition  of  the  prisoner's  family  a,nd  the  recommendation 
of  the  County  Attorney,  sentence  was  on  September  26,  1916,  commuted  to  not 
less  than  six  nor  more  than  eigihteen  months.

Com-mitted  from  Gallatin  County  October  27,  1905,  for  life, 
for  murder  in  second  degree.  In  consideration  of  his  good  record  in  prison,  sen- 
tence was  on  December  7,  1915,  commuted  to  twenty  years,  upon  condition  that 
Puix^ell  upon  his  discharge  should  depart  from  and  remain  outside  the  State. 

Bartle  Hayfield.  Committed  from:  Valley  Coiinty  April  6,  1912,  for  ten 
years,  for  burglary.    He  showed  a  disposition  to  reform,  and  on  December  14,

Committed  from  Gallaitn  County  April  20,  1915,  for 
not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  years,  for  grand  laceny,  Williams  was  in  a 
precarious  condition  physically,  rendering  an  operation  imperative.  On  June  24, 
1916.  sentence  was  commuted  to  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  thirteen 
months  upon  condition  that  Williams  be  at  once  taken  Avithout  the  State  and  re- 
main away  therefrom.

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teen  years  old,  and  upon  a  showing  of  all  the  facts,  many  of  which  did  not  ap- 
pear in  the  official  record,  sentence  was  commuted  by  substituting  therefor  the 
commitment  of  young  Simonson  to  the  State  Industrial  School  during  his  minor- 
ity, unless  sooner  discharged  by  the  authorities  of  that  Institution. 

COUNTY  JAIL  CASES. 

Walter  Allen.  Convicted  of  assault  in  third  degree  in  Dawson  County 
November  18,  1914,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  county  jail.  Allen  was  a 
sufferer  from  tuberculosis,  and  there  w^ere,  many  signers  to  his  petition  for 
clemency.    On  January  16,  1915,  his  sentence  was  commuted  to  eighty  days. 

Walter  E.  Lock.  Convicted  of  petty  larceny  in  Cascade  County  July  2, 
1915,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  county  jail.  Upon  petition  of  numerous 
citizens  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Lock  on  Sieptember  18,  1915. 

Lester  Buchanan.  Pleaded  guilty  to  petty  larceny  in  Silver  Bow  County  on 
February  29,  1916,  and  sentenced  to  ninety  days  in  county  jail.  Upon  recom- 
mendation of  County  Attorney  sentence  was  on  April  11,  1916,  commuted  to 
fifty  days  in  jail. 

Gus  Meredith.  Convicted  of  assault  in  third  degree  in  Silver  Bow  County 
and  sentenced  to  six  mionths  in  county  jail.  Upon  recommendation  of  County 
Attorney  sentence  was  on  May  15,  1916,  commuted  to  three  months. 

C.  A.  Williams.  Convicted  in  Silver  Bow  County  March  22,  1916,  of  gam- 
bling and  sentenced  to  six. months  in  county  jail  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $750.00. 
On  July  7,  1916,  sentence  was  commuted  to  end  immediately,  upon  condition 
that  WilJiams  should  leave  the  State  and  forever  remain  without  its  borders.  The 
fine  imposed  upon  Williams  was  not  affected  by  this  order. 

Tom  Conners.  Sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail  of  Powell  County. 
The  papers  submitted  showed  that  a  mistake  was  made  in  the  case,  and  on  August 
14,  1916,  sentence  was  commuted  to  ninety  days. 

Upon  motion  of  Senator  Larson,  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Conditional 
Pardons  and  Commutations  of  Sentence  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Morals.

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 
RULE  I. 

HOURS  OF  MEETING.  The  hours  of  meeting  of  the  Senate  shall  be  ter 
(10)  o'clock  A.  M.  and  two  (2)  o'clock  P.  M..  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered? 
by  vote  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  II. 

DUTIES  OF  PRESIDENT.    1.    The  President  shall  take  the  chair  on 
every  Legislative  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  ad- 
journed at  the  last  sitting,  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and  after  1 
prayer  by  the  chaplain  and  roll  call,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  cause  the  ' 
proceedings  of  the  last  day's  sitting  to  be  read,  having  previously  examined  the 
same. 

2.  He  shaM  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  in  case  of  disturbance  or  dis-  ' 
orderly  conduct  in  the  galleries  or  lobbies,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

3.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  a  tie  on  any  proposition  being  voted. 

4.  CONTROL  OF  ROOMS.    The  rooms,  passages  and  buildings  set  apart  ' 
for  the  use  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  President  i 
of  t"he  Senate  ;  he  shall  see  that  all  the  officers  of  the  Senate  perform  their  re- 
spective duties,  and  may  assign  places  to  reporters. 

5.  Signing  Bills.    DECIDING  QUESTION  OF  ORDER.    He  shall  sign 

all  acts,  addresses  and  resolutions  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  and  all  writs, 
warrants  and  subpoenas  of,  or  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  member  upon  which  appeal  uo 
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(mber  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Senate. 
"   6.    WHO  SHALL  SPEAK.    When  two  or  more  Senators  shall  rise  at  once, 
»  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  to  speak  first. 

7.  PRESIDENT'S  RIGHT  TO  NAME  SENATOR  TO  CHAIR.  The 
esident  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
lair,  when  the  President  pro  tern  is  not  president  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  who 
hereby  vested  during  such  time  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President ;  but  such 
hator  shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question  while  so  presiding. 

RULE  III. 

PRESIDENT  PRO  TEM.  The  President  Pro  Tem  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
i  President,  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  hours  of  the 
;etings  of  the  Senate,  and  have  the  same  power  as  the  President,  but  the  Presi- 
it  Pro  Tem  shall  vote  as  any  other  member  of  the  Senate.  When  the  Senate 
equally  divided  the  Secretary  shall  take  the  decision  of  the  President. 

RULE  IV. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  iSEORETARY.  1.  The  Secretary  shall  supervise  and 
J^p  a  correct  record  of  the  Journal  proceedings  of  the  Senate  and  shall  supervise 
J;  engrossing,  enrolling  and  transcribing  or  copying  of  bills,  resolutions,  etc.  He 
sfill  permit  no  records  or  papers  belonging  to  the  Senate  to  be  taken  out  of  his 

Jstody,  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business  and  shall  report  any 
ssing  papers  to  the  President. 
2,  SECRETARY  MAY  CORRECT  ERRORS.  The  Secretary  may,  in  all 
ipper  cases,  correct  any  mere  clerical  errors  in  any  Senate  Bill,  such  as  errors 
i  orthography,  adding  and  enacting  clause  to  a  bill,  when  such  has  been  omitted, 
jcl  all  mistakes  in  numbering  sections  and  reference  thereto,  whether  such  mis- 
t:es  occur  in  the  original  bill,  or  caused  by  amendments  made  thereto,  provided 
s:h  corrections  shall  not  be  made  after  engrossment,  except  by  order  of  the 
Saate.  All  such  corrections  shall  be  reported  to  the  President,  but  no  correc- 
tins  other  than  such  as  are  authorized  by  this  rule  shall  be  made  at  any  time 
^  the  iSecretary  unless  upon  order  of  the  President. 

1  \  3.  MAY  CAST  VOTE.  When  the  President  Pro  Tem  is  in  the  chair  and 
t:j  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  Secretary  shall  take  the  decision  of  the  Pres- 
i  nt. 

RULE  V. 

I  CHAPLAIN.  The  Chaplain  shall  attend  at  the  commencement  of  each  day's 
feting  of  the  Senate  and  open  the  same  with  prayer. 

I  RULE  VI. 

i  SERGEANT- AT- ARMS— DUTIES  OF.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
K  "geant-at-Arms  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  Senate,  maintain  order  under  the 
ejection  of  the  President,  execute  t'he  commands  of  the  .Senate,  and  serve  all 
pcesses  issued  by  authority  thereof,  directed  to  him  by  the  President,  and  shall 
iye  general  supervision  of  the  entire  administrative  force  of  the  Senate.  The 
|S^geant-at-Arms  shall  supervise  all  other  employees  of  the  Senate  and  any  con- 
fpit  whatsoever  arising  as  to  the  interpretation  of  this  rule  shall  be  referred  to 
t  committee  for  decision  on  rules. 

2.  To  maintain  order,  arrest  or  cause  the  arrest  for  contempt,  of  all  persons 
Oj  side  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  or  in  the  galleries,  found  engaged  in  loud  conver- 
sjion  or  otherwise,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Senate. 

3.  CUSTODIAN  OF  SUPPLIES.  He  shall  receive,  distribute  and  be  the 
c  todian  of  all  supplies  for  the  Senate. 

RULE  VII. 

DOORKEEPER.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  prohibit  all  per- 
s  s,  except  Senators,  ex-Senators,  members    of   the    House  of  Representatives, 
^ite  officers,  officers  of  the  two  Houses,  and  such  reporters  as  may  have  seats 
^^igned  them  by  the  President,  from  coming  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless 
ited  by  the  President,  or  a  Senator. 
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RULE  VIII. 

1.  ABSENTEES.  No  Senator  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Senate  without  leave  first  obtained.  A  less  number  than  a  jquorum  of  the  Senate  . 
are  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person,  for  any  ^ 
or  all  absent  Senators,  as  the  majority  of  such  Senators  present  shall  agree,  at 
the  expense  of  such  absent  Senators,  respectively,  unless  such  excuse  for  non-at- 
tendance shall  be  made  as  the  Senate,  when  a  quorum^  is  convened,  shall  judge 
sufficient ;  and  this  ru^e  shall  apply  as  well  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  Senate, 
as  the  legal  time  of  meeting,  as  to  each  day  of  the  session,  after  the  hour  has  ar- 
rived to  which  the  S'enate  stood  adjourned. 

The  President,  or  acting  President  of  the  Senate,  or  if  less  than  a  quorum 
thereof,  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  process,  directed  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms.  or 
any  other  person,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  Senators  absent  without  leave.  Any 
Senator  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  such  process,  unless  sick  and  unable  to  attend, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or 
other  person  to  whom  such  process  may  be  directed,  shall  have  the  power  to  use 
such  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  attendance  of  such  absent  Senator, 
and  for  this  purpose  he  may  command  the  assistance  of  any  and  a'l  peace  offi- 
cers of  the  county  or  of  any  county  in  the  State. 

2.  CALL  OF  THE  HOUSE.  Upon  the  request  of  any  five  members  for 
a  call  of  the  Senate,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  instructed  to  bring  to  the 
Senate  Chamber  any  absentee  members  and  shall  guard  every  entrance,  permit- 
ting no  member  to  leave  the  Chamber  while  the  call  is  in  effect.  The  call  may 
be  removed  upon  the  majority  vote  at  any  time  after  the  disposal  of  the  business 
for  which  the  call  was  made,  or  by  a  majority  vote  to  dispense  with  further 
search  for  absentees,  and  the  Senate  shall  then  proceed  with  the  transaction  of 
the  business  for  which  the  call  was  made. 

When  the  call  is  in  progress  no  motion  is  in  order  excepting  that  to  adjourn 
and  as  above  given,  and  the  call  can  only  otherwise  be  raised  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  IX.

11.  Business  on  General  File. 

12.  Third  Reading  of  Bills. 

13.  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Preceding  Day. 

14.  .  Special  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  Reports  of  the  Committees  on  Enrollment  and  Engrossment  shall  at  all 
times  be  in  order. 

Provided,  that  miessages  from  the  Governor,  State  Officers  and  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  may,  on  motion  from  any  Senator,  be  considered  at  any 
time. 

RULE  X. 
BILLS. 

1.  INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS.  All  Bills  and  Resolutions,  Reports,  and 
Papers,  when  introduced,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  Senator  or  Com- 
mittee presenting  same  to  the  Senate.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Sen- 
ator after  a  notice  given,  or  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  on  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  carbon,  or  other  copy  thereof.    One  day's 
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notice,  at  least,  must  be  given  of  the  introduction  of  a  bill  unless  two-tliirds  of 
the  membets  present  shall  vote  to  dispense  with  such  notice,  \>i-<)Vi(\('<\  lliat  \\lif;re 
a  bill  is  ijitroduced  by  a  committee  no  such  notice  shall  be  rcquirc.'d. 

2.  COMMITMENTS.  No  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  committed  or 
amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read.  If  objections  are  raised  to  the  bill  on  its 
first  reading,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  no  objection 
be  made  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost,  the  bill  shall  go  on  to  its  second  reading 
without  further  question. 

3.  FIRST  AND  SECOND  READING  OF  BILLS.  The  first  reading  of 
bills,  resolutions  or  memorials  shall  be  for  information ;  if  objections  be  made, 
the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  no  objection  is  made  or 
the  question  to  reject  be  lost,  the.  bill  should  go  to  its  second  reading  without  fur- 
ther question.  The  second  reading  of  every  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  shall  be 
by  its  title.  It  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing  committee  by 
the  President,  or  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

4.  READING  OF  BILLS  AT  LENGTH.  The  third  reading  of  every  bill, 
resolution  or  memorial,  shall  be  at  length  ;  but  in  no  case  shall  bills  appropriat- 
ing money  be  read  less  than  twice  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senators 
present. 

5.  THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS.  Upon  the  third  reading  and  final  pas- 
sage of  any  Senate  Bill  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House  immediately  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  by  messenger  designated  by  him,  and  upon  the  third 
reading  and  final  passage  of  all  House  Bills  then  must  be  returned  to  the  House 
immediately  by  the  Secretary  or  messenger. 

6.  THREE  READINGS  OF  BILLS.  Every  bill,  memorial  or  joint  reso- 
lution requiring  the  signature  of  the  Governor  shall  receive  three  several  readings 
previous  to  its  passage,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  reading, 
whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or  third  reading.  But  no  such  bill,  memorial  or 
joint  resolution  shaH  receive  a  second  and  third  reading  on  the  same  day,  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  all  Senators  present. 

7.  ENGROSSING  BILLS.  All  bills  ordered  engrossed  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Engrossing  Committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
and  his  dated  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  he  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  engross- 
ing clerk,  and  take  his  dated  receipt  therefor,  and  all  said  bills  shall  be  engrossed 
in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  said  engrossing  clerk  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate. 

8.  ENROLLING  BILLS.  All  Senate  bills  shall,  after  their  final  passage 
by  and  receipt  from  the  House,  be  delivered  to  the  chairman  of  the  Enrolling 
Committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  the  dated  receipt  of  the  chairman  of  said  Enrolling 
Committe  taken  therefor,  and  said  chairman  shall  deliver  said  bills  to  the  enroll- 
ing clerk,  and  take  his  dated  receipt  therefor ;  said  bills  shall  be  enrolled  by  the 
enrolling  <3lerk  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the  chairman  of  the  Enrolling 
Committee  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate. 

9.  PRINTING  OF  BILLS,  RESOLUTIONS,  OR  MEMORIALS.  Five 
liundred  copies  of  every  bill,  memorial  or  joint  resolution,  requiring  three  readings 
shall  be  printed  after  the  second  reading  and  favorable  report  made  thereon  from 
a  committee.  A  vote  of  one-third  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  sufficient  ro 
order  the  printing  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  and  such  motion,  when 
carried,  shall  bar  any  motion  or  report  to  postpone  indefinitely  or  any  action  to 
annul  said  measure  until  the  same  has  been  printed. 

10.  ENGROSSING  OF  BILLS.  The  final  question  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  every  bill  or  other  paper,  originating  in  the  Senate,  and  nniiiiriiia-  three 
readings  previous  to  being  passed,  shall  be.  "Shall  it  be  engrossed  and  road  a 
third  time?"  And  upon  every  such  bill  originating  in  the  House  of  lieprestMua- 
tives,  "Shall  it  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading?"  and  no  amendments  shall  be  re- 
ceived for  discussion  at  the  third  reading  of  any  bill,  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be 
in  order  before  the  final  passage  of  such  a  bill  to  move  its  recommitment  under 
special  instructions. 

11.  TITLES  OF  BILLS  TO  BE  INSERTED  IN  JOURNAL.  The  title 
of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected  by  any  proposed  amend- 
ments, shall  be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 
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12.  SUBSTITUTES— BILLS  OR  RESOLUTIONS  OPEN  TO  AMEND- 
MENT. Substitutes  may  be  offered  at  any  time  wben  a  bill  or  resolution  U 
open  to  amendment  previous  to  engrossment,  and  when  adopted  sha  1  take  the 
place  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution,  and  shall  be  open  to  amendment. 

RULE  XI. 

MOTION  OR  PROPOSITION  ON  SUBJECT  DIFFERENT.  No  motion 
or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  ad- 
mitted under  color  of  amendment  or  substitute. 

RULE  XII. 

When  the  question  of  filling  blanks  with  sums  or  numbers  and  there  is  a  di- 
vision, the  question  as  to  the  largest  sum  or  numiber  shall  first  be  voted  upon. 

RULE  XIII. 

AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTITUTION  OR  BILL.  When  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution,  or  any  bill  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  Sena- 
tors, is  under  consideration,  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  shall  not  be  required 
to  decide  any  question  for  amendment,  or  extending  to  the  merits,  being  short  of 
the  final  question. 

RULE  XIV. 

GENERAL  FILE.  All  bills  having  received  two  readings  and  reported  back 
by  a  committee  shall  constitute  the  General  File.  Bills  in  the  General  File  shall 
be  arranged  therein  by  the  Secretary  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported,  or 
referred  thereto  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  considered  in  the  same  order,  unless  the 
Senate  shall  direct  otherwise. 

RULE  XV.

ORDER  OF  PRECEDENCE.  Wlien  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  the  following  privileged  question  which  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  following  order : 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

5.  To  commit. 

6.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely ;  provided  that  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on 
table,  if  carried,  shall  not  take  with  it  the  original  motion. 

RULE  XIX. 
RULES  OF  PROCEDURE. 
WHEN  CALLED  TO  ORDER.  Wiien  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order 
he  shall  sit  down  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order 
or  not;  and  every  question  of  order  sha  1  be  decided  by  the  President  subject  to 
^n  appeal  to  the  -Senate  by  any  Senator.  If  the  Senator  be  called  to  order  for 
R  word  spoken,  the  exceptional  language  shall  immediately  be  talveu  down  in 
writing. 

RULE  XX. 

WHEN  A  iSENATOR  SHALL  SPEAK.  Every  Senator  when  he  speaks, 
shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address  the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  sit 
down.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate  on  the  same 
day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  without  leave ;  and  Senators  who  ha\  e 
spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for  explanation)  to  the 
exclusion  of  another  who  has  not  spoken, 

RULE  XXI. 

ROLL  CALL  DEMANDED.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for  by 
two  members  present,  every  member  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  at  the  time 
the  question  was  put,  shall  declare  openly  and  without  debate  his  assent  or  dis- 
sent to  the  question.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Sen- 
ate, the  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  taken  alphabetically.  When  the  ayes  and 
noes  sha'l  be  taken  upon  any  question,  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  Senator  shall 
be  permitted,  under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  after  the  decision  is 
announced  from  the  chair. 

RULE  XXII. 

SENATOR  ABSENT  WITHOUT  BAR  OF  SENATE.    When  roll  is  called, 

whenever  any  Senator  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when  his  name  is 
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called,  on  the  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes  on  any  vote  to  be  taken,  his  vote  shall  not 
be  received  unless  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Senators  present;  nor  shall  a 
Senator  be  counted,  on  a  division  of  a  vote,  who  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the 
Senate  without  leave. 

RULE  XXIII. 

SENATE  JOURNAI^RECORD  OF  PROCEEDINGS.  PROCEEDINGS 
OF  THE  SENATE  TO  BE  ENTERED  IN  JOURNAL.  The  proceedings  of  the 
Senate,  when  not  acting  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal  as  concisely  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to  record  a  true  and  accurate 
account  of  the  proceedings;  but  every  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal,  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial  or  paper 
presented  to  the  Senate  shall  also  be  inserted  in  the  Journal  and  shall  be  read, 
corrected  and  approved  after  roll  cal  of  the  succeeding  day,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

RULE  XXIV. 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 
RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  IN  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE.  The 
Rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  as  far  as 
applicable,  except  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the 
ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be  taken. 

RULE  XXV. 

DISTURBANCE  OR  DISORDERLY  CONDUCT  IN  LOBBIES.  In  case 
of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobbies  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

RULE  XXVI. 

SECRET  SESSION.  On  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to  c'ose  the  doors 
of  the  Senate  on  the  discussion  of  any  business  w^hich  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Senate,  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  require  all  persons,  except  the  mem- 
bers, and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  to  withdraw,  and  during  the  discussion  of  paid 
motion  the  doors  shall"  remain  closed ;  and  every  member  and  officer  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters,  proceedings  and  things,  whereof  secrecy 
shall  be  enjoined  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  XXVII. 
RECONSIDERATION. 

1.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side,  on  the  same  or  succeeding 
day,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  such  motion  shal  take  prece- 
dence of  all  other  questions,  except  the  consideration  of  a  conference  report,  a 
motion  to  fix  the  day  to  which  the  Senate  shall  adjourn,  or  take  a  recess,  and 
shall  not  be  withdrawn  after  the  said  succeeding  day  without  the  consent  of  the 
Senate,  and  thereafter  any  member  may  call  it  up  for  consideration,  provided 
that  such  motion  if  made  during  the  last  six  days  of  the  session,  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  when  made. 

2.  No  bill,  petition,  m^emorial,  or  resolution  referred  to  a  committee,  or  re- 
ported therefrom  for  printing  and  recommitment,  shall  be  brought  back  into  the 
Senate  on  a  motion  to  reconsider;  and  all  bills,  petitions,  memorials,  or  resolu- 
tions reported  from  a  committee  shall  be  accompanied  by  reports  in  writing  which 
shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

RULE  XXVIII. 

NO  REPORT  TO  BE  MADE  TO  THE  HOUSE.  If  a  Senator  gives  notice 
that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration,  the  Secretary  shall  not  report  the  bill 
or  resolution  to  the  House  of  Representatives  until  the  resolution  to  reconsider  is 
disposed  of. 

RULE  XXIX. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form: 
"Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"    It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded 
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by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present  upon  divisions,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to 
put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  upon  amendments 
reported  by  a  committee,  if  any,  upon  pending  amendments  and  then  upon  the 
main  question.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  and  prior  to  the  seconding 
of  the  same,  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order  but  after  a  majority  of  the 
Senators  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision 
of  the  main  question.  If  the  previous  question  is  negatived,  the  Senate  shall 
proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  motion'  had  not  been  made. 

RULE  XXX. 

NO  DEBATE  ON  MOTION  FOR  THE  PREVIOUS  QUESTION.  On  a 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  under  the  previous  question,  there  shall  be 
no  debate.  And  all  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question,  (or  while  acting  under  the  previous  question)  shall  be 
decided,  v^hether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

RULE  XXXI. 
MOTIONS. 

1.  DEBATABLE  MOTION.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same 
be  seconded  and  distinctly  announced  by  the  President ;  and  it  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any  Senator,  and  read  by  the  Secretary 
before  the  same  shall  be  debated.  A  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before 
amendment. 

2.  READING  OF  PAPER.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for 
(except  petitions),  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate.  But  this  rule  is  not  applicable 
to  any  bill,  resolution,  amendment,  or  other  proposition  which  may  be  at  the 
time  directly  under  consideration. 

RULE  XXXII. 

NOMINATIONS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR.  When  nominations  shall  be 
sent  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for  their  confirmation  the  same  shall  be,  unless 
the  Senate  shall  by  a  majority  vote  otherwise  direct,  acted  upon  at  once. 

RULE  XXXIII. 

PRIVILEGE  OF  CLOSING  DEBATE.  The  author  of  a  bill,  motion  or 
resolution  shaU  have  the  privilege  of  closing  the  debate  unless  the  previous  ques- 
tion has  been  sustained. 

RULE  XXXIV. 

TIME  IN  WHICH  ALL  COMMITTEES  SHALL  REPORT.  All  Commit- 
tees of  the  Senate  shall  report  their  action  on  all  bills  or  matters  referred  to  them 
within  six  days  after  reference,  unless  at  the  request  of  the  committe,  and  on  good 
cause  shown,  further  time  be  granted  by  the  Senate. 

RULE  XXXV. 

ALL  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  SENATE.  All  Committees  of  the  Senate, 
special  or  standing,  and  all  Joint  Committees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
selected  by  a  Committee  of  three  (3)  to  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  (unless  other- 
wise ordered),  the  selection  so  made  by  said  committee  to  be  reported  to  the  Sen- 
ate, and  to  be  effective  only  when  ratified  by  the  Senate.  A  majority  of  the  Sen- 
ate may  at  any  time  change  the  membership  of  any  committee  upon  one  day's 
notice  thereof. 

RULE  XXXVI. 

RULES,  WHEN  CAN  BE  CHANGED.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  Senate  and  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor,  which  motion 
shall  embrace  the  proposed  amendment ;  but  a  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended 
temporarily  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present,  except  rules  or  orders 
relating  to  the  final  passage  of  bills. 

All  proposed  amendments  on  any  proposed  new  rules  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules  without  debate. 
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RULE  XXXVII. 

MESSENGERS  INTRODUCED.  Messengers  may  be  introduced  in  any 
stage  of  business,  except  while  a  question  is  being  put,  where  the  ayes  and  noes 
are  being  called,  or  while  the  ballots  are  being  counted. 

RULE  XXXVIII. 

BILLS,  RESOLUTIONS,  ETC.,  TO  BE  PRESENTED  FIRST  TO  THE 
PRESIDENT.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  papers  transmitted  to  the  Senate  shall 
first  be  presented  to  the  President  and  then  by  him  to  the  Secretary,  or  proper 
officer. 

RULE  XXXIX. 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  governed  by  the  law  and  practice  as  laid  down  in  "Reed's  Rules  of  Order." 

RULE  XL. 

No  bills  transmitted  by  the  House  to  the  Senate  after  the  fiftieth  day  will 
be  considered  nor  will  the  Senate  transmit  bills  to  the  House  after  the  fiftieth' 
day  of  the  Session  with  the  exception  of  bills  considered  by  a  joint  conference 
committee.  Bills  from  said  committee  may  be  transmitted  at  any  time  up  to  and 
including  the  sixtieth  day.  Joint  rule  number  (19)  nineteen  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  applicable  as  to  rule  number  (40)  forty.

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INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS. 

The  following  Bills  were  introduced,  read  first  and  second  time  and  referred  : 
Senate  Bill  No.  12,  introduced  by  Oliver :    A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  change  of  county  boundary  lines."     Referred  to  Committee 
on  Counties  and  Towns. 

Senate  Bill  No.  13,  introduced  by  Park  Smith  :  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled, 
"An  Act  to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  an  amend- 
ment to  Section  2  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  re- 
lating to  exemptions  from  taxation." 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislative  Assemtly  of  the  \State  of  Montana : 

Section  1.  That  Section  2  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana  be  amended  and  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted  to 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Section  2  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  The  property  of  the  United  States,  the  state,  counties,  cities, 
towns,  school  districts,  municipal  corporations  and  public  libraries  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation ;  and  such  other  property  as.  may  be  used  exclusively  for  ag- 
ricultural and  horticultural  societies,  for  educational  purposes,  places  for  actual 
religious  worship,  hospitals  and  places  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for  private  or 
corporate  profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  public  charity  may  be  exempt  from 
taxation.  Evidences  of  debt  secured  by  mortgages  of  record  upon  real  or  personal 
property  in  the  State  of  Montana  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  3.  That  separate  official  ballots  be  provided  at  the  general  election 
to  be  held  in  November,  1918,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon  the  words,  "For 
the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  exemptions,"  and  the  words, 
"Against  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  exemptions,"  and  the 
elector  shall  indicate  his  preference  by  marking  an  X  before  the  proposition  for 
which  he  desires  to  vote  and  the  result  of  the  vote  on  said  question  shall  be  de- 
termined and  declared  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  immediately  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

Mr.  President :    Your  Committee  on  Rules,  meeting  in  joint  session  with  the 
House  Committee  on  Rules,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  joint  rules  for  the 
'adoption  by  the  two  bodies  for  the  Fifteenth  Session,  and  respectfully  recommend 
their  approval  by  the  'Senate.  EDAVARDS.  Chairman. 

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  PIOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 
FIFTEENTH  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY,  1917. 
No.  1.  Time  of  Opening  and  Closing.  The  Chamber  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shaH  be  open  from  S  o'clock  A.  M.  until  11 
o'clock  P.  M.  each  day  during  the  Session,  unless  by  resolution  of  the  Senate,  its 
chamber,  or  by  resolution  of  the  House,  its  hall  shall  be  closed. 
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No,  2.  Messages ;  How  to  Be  Transmitted.  Messages  stiall  be  transmitted 
between  the  two  Houses  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  by  his  assistants,  or  by  such 
other  officers  as  either  House  may  designate,  which  messages  shall  keep  each 
House  informed  with  promptness  of  all  notices  given  and  bills  introduced,  the 
general  condition  and  state  of  the  business  of  the  other,  and  such  messages  shall 
be  in  writing. 

No.  3.  Announcement  of  Messages.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from 
either  House  to  the  other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which 
it  is  sent  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  his  assistant,  and  shall  be  respectfully  com- 
municated to  the  presiding  officer  by  the  person  by  whom  it  is  sent. 

No.  4.  Transmission  of  Papers.  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other, 
with  any  bill,  resolution  or  memorial,  all  papers  upon  which  the  same  shall  be 
founded,  and  on  transmission  of  any  House  Bill  to  the  Senate  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall  deliver  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House,  a  dated  receipt  for  such  bill, 
and  on  transmission  of  any  Senate  Bill  to  the  House  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House 
shall  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  a  dated  receipt  therefor. 

No.  5.  Printing  of  Bills  and  Resolutions.  When  any  bill,  memorial  or  reso- 
lution is  ordered  to  be  printed,  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  shall  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  both  Houses  and  the  quota  of  each  House  delivered  to  its  Sergeant- 
at-Arms. 

No.  6.  Documents  Ordered  Printed  to  be  Communicated  to  Each  House.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Senate,  when  any  document  is  ordered  to  be  printed  in  their  respec- 
tive Houses,  forthwith  to  communicate  such  order  to  the  other  House. 

No.  7.  Notice  of  Rejection  of  Resolutions  and  Memorials.  When  any  bill, 
resolution,  or  memorial  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House  is  rejected  in  the 
other,  notice  of  said  rejection  shall  be  given  to  the  House  which  has  passed  the 
same. 

No.  8.  Five  Days'  Notice  and  Consent  of  Two-thirds  Vote.  When  a  bill, 
resolution  or  memorial  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House  is  rejected  in  the 
other,  it  shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the  session  without  five  days'  no- 
tice and  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  in  both  Houses. 

No.  9.  Title  and  Number  of  Bills.  The  title  of  every  bill  shall  briefly  state 
its  general  object,  and  every  bill  shall  be  numbered  by  the  clerk,  and  the  title 
thereof  and  the  name  of  the  member  or  committee  introducing  the  same  shall  be 
endorsed  thereon. 

No.  10.  Journal  to  Give  Title  and  Number  of  Bills.  The  Journal  of  each 
House  shall  give  the  memorial ;  but  the  second  and  all  subsequent  reference  shall 
be  complete  when  referred  to  by  its  number. 

No.  11.  Enrollment  of  Bills.  When  a  bill  has  passed  both  Houses  the  En- 
rolling C-'erk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated  shall  cause  to  be  made  an  orig- 
inal and  duplicate  typewritten  copy  of  the  bill  as  the  same  was  engrossed,  to- 
gether with  its  history,  free  from  all  corrections,  erasures,  interlineations,  defects 
in  orthography,  and  all  other  clerical  inaccuracies;  the  typewriting  shall  be  done 
with  a  black  record  ribbon,  pica- type,  upon  p'ain,  linen  finish  paper,  size  eight 
and  one-half  inches  wide  and  thirteen  inches  long;  paper  to  weigh  sixteen  pounds 
to  the  ream  with  a  margin  two  inches  at  the  top  and  one  inch  on  each  side ; 
thirty  lines  of  type  to  the  page,  but  lines  not  numbered,  and  the  bill  shall  be  cov- 
ered with  blue  manuscript  cover,  upon  which  is  written  in  capital  letters  the 
number  and  title.  The  duplicate  shall  accompany  the  original  through  both 
Houses,  and  to  the  Governor,  who  shall,  if  approved,  sign  both  the  original  and 
duplicate.  The  original  will  be  filed  with  the  -Secretary  of  State,  and  the  dupli- 
cate with  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

No.  12.  Signing  of  Enrolled  BVls  by  Presiding  Officers.  Each  enrolled  bill 
.shall  be  signed  first  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
and  then  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  other  branch  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
in  the  presence  of  their  respective  Houses  while  in  session. 

No.  13.  Notices  of  Signing  Bills  to  be  Given  by  Presiding  Officer.  Upon 
the  presentation  of  an  enrolled  bill  by  the  Enrolling  Committee  of  either  House  to 
the  presiding  officer  for  his  signature  thereto,  he  shall  arise  in  his  place  and  give 
notice  thereof,  whereupon,  if  any  member  shall  signify  his  desire  to  do  so,  he  shall 
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be  permitted  to  examine  the  same,  but  no  objections  to  the  presiding  officer  sign- 
ing the  same  shall  be  of  any  avail  if  the  same  conforms  to  the  engrossed  bill  as 
it  passed  both  Houses. 

No.  14.  Bills  for  Governor's  Appeal.  After  the  original  bill  and  a  copy 
have  been  signed  in  each  House,  they  shall  be  presented  by  the  Committee  of  En- 
rollment in  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated,  to  the  Governor  for  his  ap- 
proval, taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  the  said  committee  shall  forthwith  report 
to  their  respective  Houses  the  day  and  hour  of  such  presentation,  which  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  Journal  of  such  House. 

No.  15.  Memorials  to  Congress  to  be  Enrolled.  All  memorials  to  Congress, 
or  to  any  officer  or  other  authority  of  the  Government,  after  they  have  passed 
both  Houses,  shaU  be  enrolled,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  respective 
Houses,  and  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  they 
originated  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, or  to  the  authority  memorialized,  and  a  copy  to  our  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress. 

No.  16.  Joint  Resolutions  and  Memorials  to  be  Piled  With  the  Secretary  of 
State.  Whenever  a  joint  resolution  or  memorial  shall  have  passed  both  Houses 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  an  enrolled  copy  thereof,  duly  signed  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  President  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  by  the  Chief  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  the 
House  in  which  the  same  originated. 

No.  17.  Conference  in  Case  of  Disagreement  Between  Houses.  In  every 
case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  if 
either  House  requests  a  conference  and  appoints  a  committee  for  that  purpose, 
the  other  shall  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  the  same  number  of  members 
to  confer  therewith  upon  the  subject  of  their  disagreement.  They  shall  meet  at 
a  convenient  time,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  Chairmen,  and  having  conferred 
freely,  each  shall  report  to  their  respective  bodies  the  result  of  their  conference. 

No.  18.  Chairman  of  Joint  Committees.  In  Joint  Committees,  standing  or 
special,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee. 

No.  19.  Repealing  of  Joint  Rules.  No  Joint  Rule  shall  be  repealed, 
amended  or  suspended  except  by  a  majority  vote  in  each  House. 

No.  20.  Covers  for  Bills.  All  bills  introduced  to  either  House  shall  have 
suitable  covers  of  a  good  substantial  material,  so  that  the  history  of  the  bill  may 
be  written  thereon. 

No.  21.  Certain  Resolutions  to  be  Read  Three  Times.  All  Resolutions 
which  contemplate  the  expenditure  of  money  by  the  State,  and  not  requiring  the 
signature  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be 
read  in  full  three  several  times,  and  roll  call  shall  be  had  thereon. 

No.  22.  Pairs.  When  a  Pair  is  signed  by  any  two  members,  and  the  same 
is  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  as  the  case 
may  be,  this  Pair  shall  bind  both  members  signing  until  expiration  of  time  for 
which  the  Pair  was  signed,  unless  both  members  shall  sooner  appear  before  the 
House  in  which  the  Pair  was  filed,  and  ask  that  the  Pair  be  cancelled. 

No.  23.  Workmen's  Compensation.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  sha'l  desig- 
nate one  committee  to  whom  all  bills  relating  to  workmen's  compensation  shall 
be  referred,  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  refer  like  bills  to  the  Compen- 
sation Committee  of  the  Senate ;  all  workmen's  compensation  bills  introducd  in 
either  House  shall  be  considered  by  a  joint  conference  committee,  composed  of 
the  committees  above  referred  to,  and  they  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  from  either  House. 

No.  21.  Transmission  of  Bills.  No  bills  transmitted,  by  the  House  to  the 
Senate,  nor  by  the  Senate  to  the  House,  after  the  fiftieth  day  of  the  Session  shall 
be  considered,  with  the  exception  of  bills  considered  by  a  joint  conference  commit- 
tee. Bills  from  said  committees  may  be  transmitted  at  any  time  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  sixtieth  day. 

Joint  Rule  No.  19,  however,  shaH  be  in  full  force  and  applicable  as  to  Rule 
No.  21. 
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rJoved  hj  Senator  Edwards  that  the  foregoing  report  be  adopted. 
Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried.

SENATE  JOINT  MEMORIAL  NUMBER  FIVE. 
RELATING  TO  THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  CERTAIN  WILD  ANIMALS. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States : 

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah, 
respectfully  represent  that : 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Western  iStates,  known  as  the  public  land  States,  the 
losses  of  livestock  and  poultry  due  to  the  attacks  of  coyotes,  wolves,  wild  cats, 
cougars,  and  bears  amount  to  not  less  than  $15,000,000  annually,  and 

WHEREAS,  In  these  Western  public  land  States  the  State,  county  and  stock- 
men do  now  and  have  for  years  paid  large  bounties  and  used  other  means  to  bring 
about  the  eradication  of  these  carniverous  wild  animals,  and 

WHEREAS,  In  these  Western  public  land  States,  there  is  now  withdrawn 
from  settlement  in  some  form  or  other  approximately  225,000,000  acres  of  federal 
land,  which  land  constitutes  the  principal  breeding  ground  and  refuge  of  these 
carniverous  wild  animals  and  enables  them  to  increase  their  numbers  in  spite  of 
the  efforts  made  by  State,  county  and  stockmen  to  exterminate  them. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Utah  does  hereby  most  respectfully  urge  and  request  that  Congress  immediately 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3100,000  to  be  used  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  the  destruction  of  coyotes,  wo'ves,  wild  cats,  cougars  and  bears  in 
these  Western  public  land  States  in  order  that  the  meat  supply  of  the  nation  may 
be  increased  and  the  proper  developments  of  the  West  encouraged.

Assembled : 
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Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah, 
respectfully  represent  that : 

WHEREAS,  There  is  now  pending  in  Congress  H.  R.  15,G89,  introduced  by 
Mr.  Foster,  entitled:  "A  Bill  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  mining  experiment  and  mine  safety  stations  for  making  investigations  and  dis- 
seminating information  among  employees  in  mining,  quarrying,  metallurgical  and 
other  mineral  industries,  and  for  other  purposes"  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  this  bi-1  is  "to  improve  conditions  in  the  mining, 
quarrying,  metallurgical  and  other  mineral  industries,  safeguarding  life  among 
employees,  preventing  unnecessary  waste  of  resources,  and  otherwise  contributing 
to  the  advancement  of  these  industries"  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  proposed  legislation  will  be  of  very  great  importance  to 
Utah  and  to  all  other  mining  States,  by  reason  of  advancing  mine  safety  educa- 
tion and  mine  rescue  work,  and  also  by  reason  of  making  commercially  valuab  e 
large  bodies  of  low-grade  ore,  which  cannot  now  be  worked  for  want  of  suitable 
processes  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  mining  industry  has  hitherto  not  received  from  the  fed- 
eral government  the  recognition  and  aid  that  its  importance  deserves,  and  has

That  Sections  1  and  2  of  Article  17  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana  be  amended,  and  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  S'tate  of  Montana  at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Section  1  of  Article  17  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"Section  1.  All  lands  of  the  State  that  have  been,  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  granted  to  the  State  by  Congress,  and  all  lands  acquired  by  gift  or  grant  or 
devise,  from  any  person  or  corporation,  shall  be  public  lands  of  the  State,  and 
shall  be  held  in  trust  for  the  people,  to  be  disposed  of  as  hereafter  provided,  for 
the  respective  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  or  may  be  granted,  donated  or 
devised ;  and  none  of  such  land  nor  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  shall  ever  be 
disposed  of  except  in  pursuance  to  general  laws  providing  for  such  disposition,  nor 
unless  the  full  market  value  of  the  estate  or  interest  disposed  of,  to  be  ascertained 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law%  be  paid  or  safely  secured  to  the 
S'tate ;  nor  shall  any  lands  which  the  State  holds  by  grant  from  the  United  States 
(in  any.  case  in  which  the  manner  of  disposal  and  minimum  price  are  so  pre- 
scribed) be  disposed  of,  except  in  the  manner  and  for  at  least  the  price  prescribed 
in  the  grant  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States.  Said  lands  shall 
be  classified  by  the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  as  follows  :  First,  lands  which 
are  valuable  only  for  grazing  purposes.  Second,  lands  principally  valuable  for 
the  timber  that  is  on  them.  Third,  lands  valuable  for  agricultural  purposes. 
Fourth,  lands  within  the  limits  of  any  town  or  city ;  provided,  that  any  of  said 
lands  may  be  re-classified  whenever,  by  reason  of  changed  conditions,  they  shall 
be  sub  jet  to  different  classification." 

Section  3.  That  Section  2  of  Article  17  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Montana  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"Section  2.  The  lands  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  of  said  classes  may  be 
leased  or  sold,  or  the  timber  thereon  may  be  sold,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  lands  of  said  fourth  class  shall  be  sold  in  lots 
of  not  more  than  ten  acres  each." 

Section  4.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  used  at  the  general  election  to 
be  held  in  November,  1918,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon  the  words  : 

"For  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  the  classification  and  sale 
of  public  lands,"  and  the  words : 

"Against  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  the  classification  and 
sale  of  public  lands." 

And  the  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  for  either  of  the  propositions 
by  marking  an  "X"  before  the  proposition  desired. 

Section  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  lierewith  are  hereby  rt>- 
pealed. 

Section  6.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

PRESENTATION  OF  PETITIONS  AND  COMMUNICATIONS. 
The  following  communication  was    received    from    the    Butte  Chamber  of 
Commerce : 

Butte,  Montana,  Jan.  19,  1917. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  Montana : 

The  undersigned  directors  of  the  Butte  Chamber  of  Commerce,  representing 
directly  every  business  interest  in  the  city  and  indirectly  the  sentiment  of  the  en- 
tire community,  herewith  enter  protest,  with  all  the  sincerity  and  vigor  at  our 
command,  against  the  passage  by  your  honorable  body  of  the  proposed  six  per 
cent  license  tax  on  the  mining  industry  of  Montana,  or  of  any  other  measure  so 
unfair,  discriminatory  and  vicious  in  its  scope. 

Realizing  that  ignorance  of  the  actual  facts  is  largely  responsible  for  the 
desire  from  some  quarters  to  single  out  the  mining  companies  as  the  object  of 
special  tax  legislation,  this  memorial  is  presented — not  in  a  spirit  of  resentment, 
but  in  a  spirit  that  seeks  justice  and  fair  play.  Our  effort  in  petitioning  your 
honorable  body  is  intended  as  enlightenment.  We  are  making  direct  appeal  to  the 
lawmakers  of  this  commonwealth,  believing  that  when  the  question  is  considered 
from  all  angles,  their  sense  of  justice  as  well  as  of  reason,  will  show  that  vo  adopt 
mining  tax  legislation  as  proposed,  will  be  in  effect  a  destructive  blow  at  the 
very  life  of  what  has  been  for  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  the  state's  greatest 
industry. 

It  was  mining  that  first  turned  the  eyes  of  the  pioneer  toward  ^Montana  :  it 
was  mining  that  blazed  the  trail  across  mountain  and  plain  :  it  was  mining  that 
built  up  the  first  communities  in  this  state ;  it  was  mining  that  brought  the  first 
real  capital  to  the  Treasure  State ;  it  was  mining  that  later  showed  the  way  to  the 
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merchant,  the  farmer,  the  stock  grower ;  and  it  is  mining  that  for  the  past  three 
decades  has  supported  one-third  of  the  state's  entire  population,  has  spent  hun- 
dreds of  millions  for  the  purchase  of  Montana  labor  and  materials  and  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  and  is  today  diffusing  through  the  arteries  of  trade  of  Montana 
at  the  rate  of  $50,000,000  a  year. 

Cripple  or  destroy  this  industry  and  you  cripple  or  destroy  the  direct  sup- 
port of  125,000  citizens  of  this  state.  Burden  the  mining  companies  with  a  tax 
which  makes  profitless  their  business  and  you  penalize  and  discourage  an  industry 
that  many  less  fortunate  states  would  pay  a  king's  ransom  to  possess.  Hamper 
and  retard  mining  development  and  you  stab  at  the  very  vitals  of  the  payroll 
which  has  built  up  Montana's  most  populous  communities,  and  it  is  at  this  time 
the  staff  of  their  industrial  life  and  the  root  of  their  growth  and  expansion. 

To  place  an  unjust  and  burdensome  handicap  on  any  person,  whether  indi- 
vidual or  corporation,  is  to  withdraw  from  that  person  or  company  the  incentive 
to  build  up  and  go  forward.  And  when  the  burden  imposed  is  too  heavy,  it 
amounts  to  confiscation. 

The  records  of  Montana  show  that  the  mining  companies  of  this  state  have, 
in  the  past,  paid  a  just  proportion  of  taxes.  If  the  present  condition  of  the  state 
treasury  calls  for  increased  revenue,  let  the  source  of  the  needed  increase  be  fairly 
distributed.  The  mining  companies  will  do  their  part.  To  look  to  the  mining 
industry  alone  to  remedy  a  condition  for  which  it  is  not  responsible,  is  merely  to 
extort  from  that  industry  an  excessive  amount  for  no  other  reason  than  that  it 
happens  to  have  an  abnormally  prosperous  season,  due  to  war  conditions  and 
which  conditions  are  known  to  be  temporary. 

Divest  the  subject  of  every  sentiment,  if  you  will ;  dismiss  every  human  in- 
terest feature ;  forget,  for  the  present,  that  a  large  proportion  of  Montana's  citi- 
zenry— her  men,  women  and  children — are  dependent  on  mining  for  their  very 
livelihood  ;  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  if  you  eliminate  mining  from  the  state's  in- 
dustries you  wipe  out  with  one  fell  blow  the  cities  of  Butte  and  Anaconda  and 
that  you  seriously  cripple  the  cities  of  Great  Falls,  Missoula  and  other  communi- 
ties of  lesser  note. 

Yes,  discard  all  these  factors  and  consider  the  question  from  a  purely  business 
and  Economic  standpoint.  Certain  indisputable  facts  then  stand  out  Avhich  sup- 
port, like  a  granite  foundation,  the  argument  already  advanced. 

Metal  mining  operations  in  Montana  are  conducted  on  a  very  narrow  mar- 
gin. A  glance  at  copper  mining  will  suffice  to  illustrate.  The  average  of  the 
copper  ores  extracted  is  low  grade  and  the  rapidly  increasing  depth  of  the  mines 
adds  to  the  cost  of  operations.  Thus  the  Montana  mining  company  is  thrown  in 
direct  competition  with  the  great  porphyry  mining  companies  of  Arizona,  New 
Mexico,  Nevada  and  Utah,  which  are  not  forced  to  delve  in  the  earth's  bowels  for 
their  ore,  but  which  extract  it  from  the  mountainous  deposits  on  the  surface  at  a 
cost  less,  by  many  cents  per  pound,  than  the  cost  of  copper  to  the  Montana  miner. 
Under  normal  conditions  of  the  metal  market  it  is  difficult  for  any  mining  oper- 
ator in  Montana  to  mine  on  a  small  scale  and  show  a  profit.  Indeed  it  is  only  by 
the  application  of  strict  economy,  the  constant  improvement  of  equipment  at 
enormous  cost  and  the  ability  to  mine  ore  in  tremendous  quantities,  that  the 
larger  mining  companies  are  able  to  lay  aside  a  surplus  after  meeting  their  ex- 
penses. And  that  this  surplus  under  such  conditions  is  comparatively  small,  when 
returns  on  other  lines  of  business  are  considered,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
Montana's  largest  mining  company — the  Anaconda — earned  less  than  $2.00  per 
share  in  1914,  which  was  the  period  just  prior  to  the  era  which  felt  the  first 
stimulant  as  a  result  of  the  European  Avar. 

The  investor  of  capital,  whether  he  be  farmer,  merchant  or  manufacturer, 
is  keenly  disappointed  if  his  money  brings  him  no  better  returns  than  that,  and 
yet,  the  state's  largest  mining  company,  economizing  at  every  point,  was  unable 
to  earn  what  it  considered  good  interest  on  its  capital  invested  in  the  year  1914, 
when  copper  metal  was  selling  at  peace  prices  and  when  the  domestic  demand 
was  barely  better  than  the  supply. 

Now  resume  conditions  prevalent  before  the  outbreak  of  the  \var  and  then 
add  to  the  mining  company's  cost  of  production  by  imposing  an  ultra-burdensome 
tax — and  what  is  the  result? 

Such  a  step  by  the  State  would  be  equivalent  to  an  announcement  to  the 
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world  that  large  capital — the  one  thing  necessary  to  clevclo])  Hh'  pol ojI  i;i  1  pro- 
ductiveness of  an  empire  such  as  is  Montana — should  seek  ollici-  lii'ld-  I'o^-  Invest- 
ment as  the  increased  taxes  have  added  so  much  to  the  norniul  cosi  ol'  prod ii<  i ion 
that  competition  with  companies  of  neighboring  states  would  be  umdr  iiiijjos^idlc. 

Again,  the  very  future  progress  and  welfare  of  the  state  ol'  .dojiinn;!  is  de- 
pendent on  continuation  of  the  present  economic  co-operation  tin'  n^ii- 
cultural  and  mining  communities.  It  is  necessary  to  the  success  ol'  a  Ln-.'  ],ry- 
centage  of.  Montana's  farming  interests  that  they  shall  find  a  iiomc  ]ii;ii  k<  i  loj- 
their  products.  This  home  market  is  furnished  by  the  mining  communities  wJiicii 
statistics  show  to  be  the  heaviest  consuming  centers  in  the  world  in  proportion  to 
population. 

Commit  an  act  which  affects  the  business  and  prosperity  of  Butte"s 
souls  and  you  immediately,  in  equal  degree,  affect  the  business  and  prosperity  of 
some  of  Montana's  largest  and  most  important  farming  districts. 

If  proof  to  support  this  assertion  is  needed',  the  figures  and  facts  are  at  hand. 

During  the  year  1916,  the  city  of  Butte  consumed  204  carloads  of  potatoes, 
totaling  6,207,886  pounds ;  200  carloads  of  oats,  averaging  50,000  pounds  to  the 
car ;  92'  carloads  of  straw ;  725  carloads  of  hay ;  150  carloads  of  timothy  and 
alfalfa ;  77  carloads  of  wheat ;  38  carloads  of  corn  ;  79  carloads  of  bran  ;  22  car- 
loads of  alfalfa  meal  and  16  carloads  of  poultry  food,  the  bulk  of  which  products 
-were  produced  on  Montana  farms  and  shipped  to  Butte  by  Montana  farmers. 
Those  same  farmers  received  their  pay  indirectly  from  the  payroll  made  possible 
by  the.  presence  in  the  same  state  of  the  mining  industry. 

Relatively  as  the  mining  and  smelting  centers  of  Montana  have  grown  with 
the  growth  of  these  industries,  in  like  proportion  have  some  of  the  most  important 
and  remunerative  phases  of  agriculture  in  the  state  been  developed.  The  answer 
is  simply  that  as  the  number  of  consumers  is  increased  and  a  better  market  fur- 
nished, the  demand  is  met  by  the  progressive  Montana  farmers,  who  have  in- 
creased in  numbers  and  in  wealth  along  with  the  mining  communities  and  whose 
prosperity  is  reflected  in  the  prosperity  of  the  mining  centers. 

For  instance,  before  mining  assumed  such  large  proportions  in  this  state, 
the  jobbers  and  wholesalers  were  importing  into  Montana  for  the  Butte  consum- 
ers 95  per  ceiit  of  the  butter  and  eggs  used.  But  with  the  growth  of  the  mining 
centers  and  the  steady  demand  for  food  products  the  incentive  for  the  farmer  of 
this  state  to  supply  that  demand  grew,  until  today  Montana  farmers  ha\e  in- 
creased to  the  point  that  they  are  furnishing  practically  the  entire  amount  con- 
sumed in  Butte,  Anaconda  and  other  markets  on  the  mining  centers. 

iStatistics,  which  are  reliable,  show  that  85  per  cent  of  the  enormous  quan- 
tity of  meat  consumed  in  Butte  represents  Montana-bred  and  raised  cattle.  Butte 
consumes  150,000  pounds  of  butter  per  month,  the  bulk  of  which  is  manufactured 
in  Montana  from  cream  proditced  in  Montana.  Butte  has  one  produce  house  that 
alone  manufactured  2,000,000  potmds  of  butter  in  1916.  Like  other  large  con- 
cerns of  the  kind,  this  company  a  few  years  ago  was  buying  its  raw  product — 
cream — from  the  Dakotas,  Utah  and  Idaho,  but  today  Montana  farms  and  dairies 
are  supplying  practically  all  of  this  demand.  As  a  further  illustration  of  Butte's 
importance  as  a  consuming  center  of  Montana  products,  this  mining  ciuuunniity 
consumes  5,000  cases  of  eggs,  or  about  150,000  dozen,  every  month  in  the  year. 
It  also  consumes  35,000  pounds  of  cheese  and  125,000  gallons  of  milk  e\in'y  '■]<) 
days. 

A  comparison  of  these  figures  with  consumption  figures  of  other  cities  of 
equal  population  will  demonstrate  conclusively  that  the  American  continent  can- 
not show  another  community  of  the  same  size,  or  within  a  good  many  thousand 
inhabitants  of  the  same  size,  with  as  large  consumption  capat'ity  for  farm 
products. 

What  could  illustrate  more  clearly  the  necessarily  close  business  relation 
between  the  farming  community  and  the  mining  community  of  Montana".'  One 
needs  the  other.  One  exists  with  the  aid  of  the  other.  The  iiayroll  is  th^^  con- 
necting link.  The  ore  is  taken  from  the  ground  and  aftiu'  its  (orm  is  oluinged 
to  that  of  copper,  is  sold  in  the  east  or  abroad.  The  nu)U(y  roo<M\od  for  the  ore 
goes  into  the  coffers  of  the  mining  company,  in  turn,  about  five-sixths  of  it  finds 
its  way  to  the  pockets  of  the  Montana  wage-earner  or  merchant,  who  are  respon- 
sible for  the  consumption  of  the  farmer's  supplies. 
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The  sum  total  of  the  amount  paid  out  each  month  by  the  mining  companies 
of  this  state  in  return  for  Montana  labor  and  supplies  is  startling  to  the  non-ob- 
server. The  mining  companies  of  the  Butte  district  alone  paid  out  more  than 
$3,000,000  in  wages  for  the  month  of  December,  last.  Of  this  amount,  the  Ana- 
conda company  paid  out  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  total. 

This  protest  against  an  unjust  mining  tax  is  not  voiced  on  behalf  of  the 
communities  of  Butte  and  Anaconda  alone.  While  the  larger  mines  of  the  state 
have  their  interests  centered  there,  mining  is  being  successfully  carried  on  at  this 
time  in  more  than  half  the  counties  of  Montana,  as  the  following  list  will  show. 

The  principal  mining  counties  are :  Silver  Bow,  Deer  Lodge,  Lewis  and 
Clark,  Madison,  Beaverhead,  Cascade,  Missoula,  Powell,  Fergus,  Phillips,  Sanders, 
Jefferson,  Lincoln,  Broadwater,  Carbon,  Park,  Musselshell,  Granite,  Meagher, 
Flathead  and  Gallatin. 

Each  and  every  one  of  these  communities  would  be  affected  by  a  burden- 
some tax  placed  against  the  mining  industry,  and  the  counties  named  comprise 
more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  counties  in  the  state. 

Surely  any  measure,  or  Legislative  enactment,  which  will  vitally  affect  so 
large  an  industry — an  industry  extending  over  so  large  a  part  of  the  state's  area 
and  which  is  supporting  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  state's  population — should 
first  receive  the  most  careful  investigation  and  consideration. 

In  view  of  the  general  belief  that  a  better  mutual  understanding  between 
the  different  sections  of  the  state  had  been  growing  up,  the  measure  before  your 
body,  virtually  calling  for  a  license  tax  of  six  per  cent,  came  as  a  painful  sur- 
prise to  the  mining  counties  of  Montana,  including  Silver  Bow.  In  this  connec- 
tion we  cite  the  following  observation  from  the  last  annual  report  of  State  Mine 
Inspector  W.  B.  Orem  : 

"It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  old  prejudice  of  the  countryman-farmer  or 
cattle  raiser  against  the  mining  districts,  is  dying  out.  Formerly  a  keen  feeling 
of  distrust  was  rampant  in  the  state — one  section  for  the  other.  This  was  based 
largely  upon  misunderstanding  and  misconception  of  the  actual  facts. 

"It  used  to  be  argued  by  the  residents  of  the  cow  counties  that  the  big  min- 
ing companies  dug  out  the  metal,  sold  it  and  sent  all  the  proceeds  east  to  enrich 
wealthy  stockholders.    Such  is  a  long  way  from  the  truth. 

"The  facts  are  that  for  every  three  dollars  taken  from  the  ground  in  Mon- 
tana in  the  form  of  mineral  wealth,  two  dollars  remains  in  the  state,  and  about 
$50,000,000  is  expended  each  year  by  the  mining  companies  for  labor  and  supplies. 

"This  immense  amount  of  money  goes  into  the  channels  of  trade  right  here  in 
this  state.  That  money  taken  from  Montana  ground  goes  to  pay  Montana  men 
for  their  labor  and  to  pay  the  Montana  farmer  and  other  producers  for  their 
supplies. 

"It  is  a  reciprocity  that  is  logical  and  natural.  It  means  that  the  mining 
districts  of  Montana  need  the  co-operation  of  the  agricultural  districts,  and  by 
the  same  sign  the  agricultural  districts  need  the  aid  of  the  mining  districts. 

"All  are  part  and  parcel  of  the  great  commonwealth  of  Montana,  and  if  they 
co-operate  as  they  should  for  the  advancement  and  upbuilding  of  Montana,  the 
state  will  shortly  take  its  place  at  the  very  top  of  the  list  in  wealth,  power  and 
prestige." 

As  this  memorial  is  prepared  on  short  notice,  the  taxes  paid  by  all  the  differ- 
ent mining  companies  operating  in  Montana  are  not  immediately  available,  and  even 
if  they  were  it  is  not  our  purpose  to  present  in  this  instrument  a  maze  of  statisti- 
cal facts.  To  stress  the  point  that  the  mining  companies  do  not  dodge  taxes,  but 
contribute  their  share,  it  will  suffice  to  call  your  attention  to  several  items  from 
the  official  records  regarding  the  largest  of  the  mining  companies — the  Anaconda — 
the  records  of  which  .are  at  hand. 

This  company,  which  employs  more  than  20,000  men  in  the  state,  whose  pay- 
roll at  this  time  supports  directly  and  indirectly  about  one-fifth  of  Montana's 
entire  population,  and  which  has  expended  in  the  past  five  years  $217,987,000  for 
labor  and  supplies  right  here  in  Montana,  was  assessed  for  1913  the  sum  of 
$31,310,993,  which  is  about  one-fifteenth  of  the  total  assessment  in  the  state  of 
Montana. 

These  figures  carried  out  form  interesting  details  and  will  amaze  those  un- 
familiar with  the  facts.

The  total  taxes  paid  by  the  Anaconda  coin])an.v  in  Montjina  for  lOKJ  were 
$979,622.21,  or  close  to  a  million  dollars.  This  cojii]jaiiy">  hixcs  ])aid  in  the  state 
per  day,  including  Sundays  and  holidays,  amounted  last  year  to  .S2,(;s:>.  In  Silver 
.Bow  county  they  amounted  to  $l,59i  per  day,  and  in  Deer  \ah\'^^\  county  .$401 
per  day. 

Under  the  present  system  of  mine  taxation,  as  is  generally  known,  the  mines 
are  taxed  on  their  net  proceeds  in  addition  to  their  property  and  improvements. 
Under  this  system  the  state  profits  in  proportion  to  the  increased  prosperity,  or 
business,  of  the  mining  companies.  In  1915,  for  instance,  the  Anaconda  company's 
net  proceeds  w^ere  $6,828,160,  while  last  year  they  were  $11,628,787.  The  com- 
pany was  assessed  in  1916,  $8,954,623  over  and  above  the  1915  assessment,  and 
it  actually  paid  in  taxes  in  1916  $292,385  over  and  above  its  1915  payment. 

xinother  item  worth  noting  is  that  of  the  $48,112,435  increased  assessment 
of  all  property  in  Montana  in  1916,  $17,720,013  was  increased  ass<'ss]i!("ut  on  net 
proceeds  of  mines.  In  other  words  the  net  proceeds  of  mines  were  assessed  for 
considerably  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  increased  assessment  on  all  property 
in  the  state.  Every  producing-  mining  company  in  Montana  helps  to  bear  its  bur- 
den of  the  state's  taxation. 

And  now,  gentlemen  of  the  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  we  will  conclude  by  emphasizing  these  facts  : 

It  is  in  your  power  to  destroj^  or  construct,  to  stimulate  or  to  throttle  an 
industrj'^  whose  life  is  a  vital  part  of  the  life  of  Montana. 

On  behalf  of  the  future  welfare  of  not  only  the  mining  industry,  but  of  the 
entire  state,  we  again  urge  Avith  all  earnestness  that  you  give  calm  and  impartial 
consideration  to  this  question.  (Signed)

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Investigation  of  Assessments  and  Taxes  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Helena,  Montana,  January  22.  1917. 

Mr.  President :  We,  your  Committee  on  Investigation  of  Assessments  and 
Taxes,  respectfully  make  this  partial  report  of  our  proceedings  : 

Your  Committee  considered  that  a  clear  understanding  of  the  status  of  the 
State  in  the  matter  of  revenues  was  absolutely  essential  to  an  intelligent  deter- 
mination of  the  subject  submitted  to  us  for  investigation.  We  therefore  em- 
ployed an  expert  accountant  to  determine  the  real  condition  of  the  State  funds, 
and  the  amount  of  total  deficit  which  would  exist  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the 
State's  business  without  a  change  in  the  present  source  and  plans  of  taxation. 
This  total  deficit  for  the  two  years  we  find  to  be  $780,687.18.  However,  if  the 
Chancellor's  estimate  as  to  absolute  necessities  for  the  different  educational  insti- 
tutions is  accepted,  there  will  be  added  to  this  deficit  the  sum  of  .$297,939.87, 
making  a  total  estimated  deficit  of  $1,075,627.55. 

We  submit  herewith  the  tabulated  figures  upon  which  this  estimate  is  made, 
and  our  purpose  in  submitting  it  at  this  time  is  to  inform  this  body,  and  partic- 
ularly the  committees  which  have  to  deal  with  the  subject  of  disbursements  of 
State  funds,  of  the  real  status  of  the  State  finances. 

As  many  statements,  official  and  unofficial,  have  appeared  from  time  to 
time,  purporting  to  show  the  amount  of  this  deficit,  most  of  which  are  mislead- 
ing in  their  terms,  your  Committee  considered  it  necessary  to  make  this  partial 
report.

The  State  Deputy  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Pleasures 
and  the  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  under  his  supervision,  shall  have 
authority  to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  acts  by  this  act  authorized.  AU  bills 
and  accounts  of  expense  incurred  by  the  State  Deputy  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  shall  be  presented  to  and  allowed  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners, 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  other  claims,  contracted  for  and  in  behalf  of 
the  State  of  Montana."

Gentlemen  :  My  attention  having  been  directed  to  the  death  of  Honorable 
Jerry  J.  Flanigan,  Representative  from  Silver  Bow  County,  and  having  this  day 
issued  an  election  proclamation  calling  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  now 
existing,  which  said  special  election  is  to  be  held  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1917,  all  of  which  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State -of  Montana  (Article  V,  Section  45),  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  422  and  452  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana. 
1907; 

And  it  further  appearing  that  there  is  no  mode  provided  by  law  for  the  fill- 
ing of  the  vacancy  between  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  said  order  for  a  special 
election  and  the  time  of  holding  said  special  election,  to-wit :  from  this  day  until 
the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  1917 ; 

Therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  423,  Revised  Codes 
of  Montana,  1907,  I  have  this  day  granted  a  commission  to  William  Cutts,  a 
citizen  of  Silver  Bow  County,  naming  him  to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing,  his 
commissioi  to  expire  at  the  end  of  this  Legislative  Assembly  or  at  the  said  elec- 
tion held  by  the  people  of  Silver  Bow  County. 

This  appointment  was  made  and  these  facts  are  certified  to  you  for  your 
information  and  consideration,  and  with  a  full  realization  that  the  members  of 
your  body  are  the  sole  judges  of  the  qualifications  of  those  seeking  membership 
therein,  but  in  the  belief  that  there  is  no  other  means  of  filling  said  vacancy  in 
the  interim  mentioned.

Mr.  President :  Your  Committee  on  Sanitary  Affairs,  having  had  under 
consideration  Kouse  Bill  No.  98,  introduced  by  Carll,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend 
Sections  1611,  1613  and  1618  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
relating  to  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  optometry,  and  to  prevent  ignorant, 
unprofessional  or  incompetent  persons  from  practicing  same,"  recommend  same 
for  concurrence.  CLAY,  Chairman.

Mr.  President :  Your  Committee  on  Sanitary  Affairs,  having  had  under 
consideration  House  Bill  No.  112,  introduced  by  Husser,  entitled,  "An  Act  to 
prevent  infant  blindness  caused  by  the  preventable  disease  known  as  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,"  beg  to  report  that  same  be  amended  as  follows  : 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  all  of  the  Section  after  the  word  "neona- 
torum" in  line  14,  and  as  so  amended  recommend  the  Bill  for  passage.

Moved  by  Senator  Clay  that  the  foregoing  reports  by  the  Committee  on  San- 
itary Affairs  be  adopted.    Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Tax  Investigation  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Senator  Kane,  referred  to  Committee  on  Taxa- 
tion : 

Mr.  President :  We,  your  Special  Committee  on  Investigation  of  Taxation 
and  Assessment,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  us  by  this  body  we  employed  the  neces- 
sary assistance  and  undertook  to  determine  as  nearly  as  possible,  in  view  of  the 
limited  time  at  our  disposal,  the  relative  assessments  of  Mining  Industries,  Rail- 
roads, Express  Companies,  Telegraph  Companies,  Telephone  Companies,  Banks, 
Hydro-electric  Companies,  Pullman  Car  Companies  and  Private  Car  Companies : 
and  also  caused  to  be  made  a  careful  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  required 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  State  for  the  next  two  years. 

The  attached  statement,  marked  Exhibit  "A,"  gives  a  complete  and  careful 
estimate  of  the  expenses  for  the  next  two  years  of  all  the  departments  of  the  State 
government.  This  estimate  shows  that  without  any  additional  expenditures  or 
adding  in  any  way  to  the  scope  and  usefulness  of  our  State  institutions,  unless 
some  provision  is  made  for  adding  to  the  revenues  of  the  State  through  some 
system  of  taxation,  our  deficiency  at  the  end  of  the  next  period  will  be  approxi- 
mately one  million  dollars. 

The  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  called  to  the  pressing  needs  of 
some  of  the  State  institutions,  for  instance :    The  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  the 
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Industrial  School,  the  Orphans'  Home ;  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  estimate 
of  the  Chancellor  for  the  State  educational  institutions,  which  estimate  he  asserts 
was  made  on  a  basis  of  the  strictest  economy  compatible  with  efficiency,  was  re- 
duced by  the  State  Board  of  Education  about  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  condition  of  the  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium  is  such  that  every  impulse  of 
humanity  and  a  proper  regard  for  the  self-respect  of  a  prosperous  people  demands 
a  radical  change  at  the  present  time.  By  reason  of  insufficient  financial  support 
applicants  for  admission  are  required  to  accept  numbers  and  many  such  appli- 
cants have  died  of  the  dread  disease  vrhile  awaiting  their  time  for  admission  to 
the  institution. 

In  our  judgment  this  Legislature  should  make  some  provision  to  remedy  this 
condition. 

Equally  imperative  is  the  need,  in  connection  with  our  Industrial  School,  of 
a  separate  home  for  delinquent  girls.  At  the  present  time  this  State  has  no  in- 
stitution for  their  care.  At  a  time  when  an  appeal  for  aid  for  the  orphans  of 
other  lands  is  so  persistently  presented  to  us  it  should  not  be  necessary  to  do 
more  than  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State's  facilities  for  caring  for  the 
parentless  children  of  this  State  is  wholly  inadequate.  If  reasonable  provision 
is  made  for  these  pressing  needs  of  the  State,  and  some  thought  is  given  to  the 
natural  growth  and  development  which  the  next  two  j'^ears  is  likely  to  witness 
it  will  probably  require  about  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  ex- 
cess of  our  present  revenue. 

Our  investigation  of  taxation  and  assessment,  while  directed  particularly  to 
the  industries  named  in  the  resolution  providing  for  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee, necessarily  included  comparison  of  all  the  different  classes  of  property 
included  within  the  'State. 

Exhibit  "B"  attached  hereto  is  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of  assess- 
ment and  taxation  paid  by  each  of  the  industries  under  investigation  ;  this  state- 
ment is  marked  Exhibit  "B"  and  made  a  part  of  this  report ;  also  attached  to 
this  report  and  marked  Exhibit  "C"  and  made  a  part  hereof,  is  a  statement  show- 
ing the  total  assessment  and  taxation  paid  by  the  principal  industries  of  the 
State,  also  the  gross  earnings  and  net  proceeds  of  each  of  these  industries,  as 
nearly  as  could  be  determined  by  this  committee.  These  statements  will  show 
that  the

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  while  coal  mining  has  been  con- 
sidered an  important  industry  that  our  State  returns  show  that  the  assessment 
of  this  class  of  property  is  almost  negligible. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  neither  the 
Pullman  Car  Company  nor  any  of  the  Private  Car  Companies  operating  refriger- 
ating cars,  oil  tanks  and  other  cars  of  this  character  pay  any  taxes  in  this  State ; 
that  the  amount  paid  by  the  Express  Companies  is  insignificant  in  comparison 
to  the  volume  of  business  done  by  them  in  the  State  due  to  the  fact  that  no  pro- 
vision has  been  made  by  law  for  the  levy  of  a  tax  or  license  on  this  business. 
We  find  that  the  Telephone  Companies  are  not  paying  what  would  seem  to  be 
their  proportionate  share  of  taxation,  but  we  also  find  that  owing  to  the  exces- 
sive cost  of  eliminating  competition  the  present  companies  are  not  as  yet  operat- 
ing at  any  considerable  profit  within  this  State. 

While  not  expressly  within  the  scope  of  our  investigation,  we  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  wholesale  dealers  in  farm  tractors  and  farm  implements 
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generally  have  an  immense  amount  of  pi'operty  within  this  State  on  which  little 
or  no  taxes  are  paid ;  this  cannot  be  reached  through  the  present  system  of  as- 
sessment as  the  bulk  of  property  is  shipped  into  the  State  after  the  first  of  March. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  seeking  the  means  of  raising  the 
necessary  additional  revenue  three  primary  facts  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion ;  first : 

The  earning  capacity  of  the  property  or  industry  ;  second  : 
The  relation  which  the  property  or  industry  bears  to  the  people  of  the  State  ; 
third  : 

Existing  inequalities  and  injustice  in  the  assessment  and  taxation  should  be 
corrected  so  far  as  it  is  possible  under  the  existing  constitutional  law. 

It  is,  therefore,  necessary  for  us  to  compare  the  assessment  and  taxation  of 
the  different  classes  of  property  and  the  number  of  people  who  are  dependent 
upon  the  respective  industry.  Some  of  the  figures  submitted  are  based  upon  re- 
liable statistics,  others  must  be  based  on  estimates,  but  these  estimates  will  be 
found  to  be  approximately  correct. 

In  making  our  computations  we  have  taken  the  calendar  year  1916,  which 
will  account  for  some  of  the  apparent  discrepancies  between  our  figures  and 
those  on  file  with  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  as  many  companies  use  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  1,  191G,  instead  of  the  calendar  year.  We  have  based 
our  computation  on  the  estimated  population  for  the  State  of  700,000. 

The  gross  proceeds  of  the  Mines  for  the  year  1916  was  $141,500,000.00 

The  gross  proceeds  of  the  Farming  Industry  for  the  year  1916  was  81,154,190.00 

The  gross  proceeds  of  the  Livestock  Industry  w^as   54,187,960.00 

The  gross  proceeds  of  the  Railroad  Industry  was  -   60,199,998.75 

The  proportion  of  the  total  taxes  paid  is  as  follows  :

Farming  Industry   82.14  %

According  to  the  report  of  the  State  Industrial  Accident  Board  there  were 
employed  in  the  quartz  mining  business  during  last  year  23,000  men.  Using  the 
basis  of  five  persons  to  each  man  employed  the  estimated  population  dependent 
on  mining  industries  is  115,000.  The  number  of  railroad  employees  is  approxi- 
mately 21,000,  which  on  the  same  basis  represents  a  population  of  105,000.  The 
estimated  population  of  the  State  dependent  directly  upon  the  farming  business 
is  400,000.  A  comparison  of  these  figures  will  show  that  the  average  gross  pro- 
duction for  each  person  dependent  upon  the  mining  industry  is  approximately 
$1,300.00,  wliile  the  average  gross  production  for  each  person  dependent  upon  the 
farming  industry  is  approximately  $200.00.  The  average  gross  production  for 
each  person  dependent  upon  the  railroad  industry  is  approximately  $575.00. 

In  making  these  estimates  we  have  treated  each  industry  as  an  entirety.  We 
find  that  there  is  great  inequality  in  the  assessment  in  the  several  counties  of  the 
same  class  of  property,  such  as:  Land,  livestock,  banks,  etc.,  which  are  assessed 
on  a  much  higher  percentage  in  some  counties  than  in  others.  That  is  a  mat- 
ter, however,  which  is  now^  subject  to  correction  by  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion under  the  recently  enacted  constitutional  amendment.  On  the  other  hand, 
where  an  entire  industry  or  class  of  property  escapes  its  fair  burden  of  taxation 
the  matter  becomes  a  proper  subject  for  Legislative  action.  The  comparison  of 
the  foregoing  figures  has  led  your  committee  to  believe  that  the  large  mining 
companies,  the  hydro-electric  companies,  the  express  companies  and  the  Pullman 
car  companies  are  not  paying  their  proportionate  share  of  the  iState's  taxes.  We 
are  also  of  the  opinion  that  all  these  companies  are  abundantly  able  to  respond 
to  the  needs  of  this  State  in  the  matter  of  revenue  without  injury  to  their  busi- 
ness or  in  any  manner  jeopardizing  the  general  welfare  of  the  people  of  the 
State. 
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With  regard  to  the  assessments  on  banks  we  find  the  average  for  the  State 
to  be  49.68  of  their  total  capital  stock  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  but  this 
committee  ascertained  that  the  assessments  in  the  various  counties  ranged  from  35% 
to  75%. 

We  believe  that  the  railroad  companies  of  the  State  are  paying  their  pro- 
portionate share  of  taxes,  but  would  suggest  that  if  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion increases  the  valuation  of  other  property  a  proportionate  increase  should  be 
made  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  railroads. 

Many  other  inequalities  in  assessment  and  taxation  can  and  should  be  cor- 
rected. A  great  quantity  of  w^ealth  within  the  State  escapes  all  burden  of  taxa- 
tion, such  as  wholesale  implement  houses,  to  which  reference  has  heretofore  been 
made ;  moving  picture  films,  and  private  fortunes  not  represented  by  tangible 
real  or  personal  property.  A  proper  performance  of  duty  by  the  assessors  of 
this  State  will  no  doubt  increase  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  this  State  for 
the  coming  year  by  one  hundred  fifty  million  dollars  or  more. 

Under  our  constitutional  provision,  which  automatically  reduces  the  levy 
for  State  purposes  to  two  mills,  when  the  valuation  reaches  six  hundred  mil- 
lion dollars,  this  increase  in  assessment  will  not  yield  any  additional  revenue  to 
the  State,  We  think  cognizance  should  be  taken  of  the  fact  that  the  products 
of  the  State  are  selling  at  the  highest  prices  ever  commanded  in  the  State's  his- 
tory, and  that  we  are  enjoying  a  degree  of  prosperity  heretofore  unknown.  This 
being  true,  it  would  not  be  an  exercise  of  good  business  judgment  to  postpone 
into  a  doubtful  future  the  meeting  of  any  of  the  State's  just  obligations. 

After  a  comparison  of  the  foregoing  figures  your  committee  has  reached  the 
conclusion  that  suitable  legislation  should  be  enacted  to  reach  those  business  en- 
terprises which  are  shown  herein  to  pay  little  or  no  taxes ;  also  that  some  method 
should  be  employed  to  equalize  the  great  disproportion  herein  shown  between  the 
value  and  income  of  the  mining  industry  and  the  hydro-electric  companies  and  the 
value  and  income  of  the  other  principal  industries  of  the  State. 

We  are  further  of  the  opinion  that  these  inequalities  should  be  corrected  be- 
fore the  adoption  of  any  income  or  license  tax,  therefore  any  plan  which  con- 
templates the  raising  of  required  revenue  should  first  provide  for  the  levy  and 
collection  of  such  tax  or  license  as  may  be  necessary  to  equalize  the  several  in- 
dustries ;  that  if  after  such  equalization  has  been  provided  for  there  still  remains 
a  deficiency,  that  deficiency  should  be  met  by  a  graduated  license  tax  on  cor- 
porations,

The  Committee  on  Primary  Law  submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  President :  Your  Committee  on  Primary  Laws,  acting  with  a  like  com- 
mittee appointed  from  the  House,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  present  pri- 
mary law,  and  reporting  back  to  the  respective  Houses  the  procedure  whereby 
objectionable  features  might  be  removed,  respectfully  report  after  careful  consid- 
eration, together  with  a  House  committee  : 

We  are  unable  to  arrive  at  an  agreement  as  to  amendments  and  have  de- 
termined the  principal  objection  of  the  present  law  exists  in  the  exceptional  ex- 
pense to  people  of  the  State. 

We  find  that  in  Senate  Bill  No.  62,  introduced  by  McCone,  the  removal  of 
the  principal  objection,  and  also  a  retention  by  the  people  direct  of  the  selection 
of  their  representative.  The  provisions  of  the  Bill  providing  for  this  selection 
at  the  general  elections  we  consider  the  most  desirable  feature,  as  the  largest 
percentage  of  the  voters  of  the  State  only  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
voting  on  election  day. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  for  passage  Senate  Bill  No.  62,  a  Bill  for  an  Act 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  election  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates 
and  committeemen  of  political  parties  by  primary  vote,  and  to  provide  for  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  for  public  office,"  and  to  repeal  initiated  Bill  entitled,  "A  Bill 
to  propose  by  initiative  petition  a  law  to  provide  for  party  nominations  by  direct 
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vote,"  initiated  and  passed  by  the  people  of  ^Montana  at  the  general  election  of 
1912. 

Also  to  repeal  initiated  Bill,  entitled,  "A  Bill  to  propose  by  initiative  peti- 
tion a  law  to  provide  for  the  expression  of  the  people  of  the  vState  of  Montana, 
of  their  preference  of  party  candidates  for  the  President  and  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States,  and  election  of  delegates  at  Pi-esidential  conventions  and  nom- 
ination of  Presidential  electors  by  direct  vote  by  initiative,"  passed  by  the  people 
of  Montana  at  the  general  election  of  1912.

H.  R.  No.  263  :  A  Bill  for  an  Act 
providing  for  the  safe  investment  of  the  State  permanent  common  school  funds, 
and  all  other  permanent  State  educational,  charitable  and  penal  institution  funds 
in  the  securities  herein  designated;  for  the  prompt  collection  of  interest  thereon; 
providing  a  method  of  procedure  in  making  said  investments  to  guard  and  pro- 
tect such  funds  ;  and  prescribing  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  various  officers 
of  the  State  in  making  said  investments  and  repealing  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws 
in  conflict  herewith."    Referred  to  Committee  on  Agriculture.

trustee  or  trustees,  teacher,  janitor,  or  janitors,  failin^^-  to  coinj^ly  with  the  la-o- 
visions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  foii vici ion 
thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one.  hundred  dolhirs  or  iiii,  risoucd 
in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  ninety  days  or  both  such  fine  and  i ui])iisoii]iif)it 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

20.  To  allow  pupils  residing  in  other  districts  to  attend  school  in  the  dis- 
trict of  which  they  have  charge  if  in  their  judgment  there  is  sufficient  room. 

21.  To  procure  by  purchase  or  donation  and  to  cause  to  be  displayed  in 
suitable  weather  an  American  flag  with  accompanying  necessary  fixtures  for  each 
and  every  school  house  in  their  respective  districts.

Mr.  President :  I  am  directed  by  the  House  to  inform  your  Honorable  Body 
that  Senate  Bill  No.  1(JG,  by  Stevens,  entitled,  ''An  Act  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Montana  grain  laboratory,  to  enlarge  the  duties  of  the  laboratoiy  and  of  the  di- 
rector thereof  and  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  added 
duties  of  the  laboratory,"  was  this  day  considered  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House  and  reported  back  with  'the  recommendation  that  it  be  concurred  in  as 
limended,  to-wit : 

Amend  S.  B.  lOG  by  inserting  two  sections  to  be  numbered  7  and  8  and  re- 
numbering the  remaining  sections  in  numerical  order. 

Section  7.  Each  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  buying  grain  for  shipment  in  carload  lots,  or  for  milling,  shall  be  required 
to  be  licensed  by  the  State,  and  all  such  grain  buyers  shall  be  classified  as  fol- 
lows :  those  operating  warehouses  (not  public  warehouses)  to  be  known  as  grain 
dealers,  and  to  be  licensed  as  such  ;  those  operating  public  warehouses  to  be  known 
as  public  w^arehousemen,  and  to  be  licensed  as  such  ;  those  operating  neither  ware- 
house nor  public  warehouse  to  be  known  as  track  buyers,  and  licensed  as  such. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
Publicity  to  issue  licenses  upon  receipt  of  application  in  proper  form :  one  grain 
dealer's  license  for  each  warehouse  for  which  application  is  made ;  one  imblic 
warehouseman's  license  for  each  public  warehouse  for  which  application  is  made 
and  bond  filed,  as  provided  for  by  law  ;  one  track  buyer's  license  upon  each  appli- 
cation when  bond  is  filed  as  provided  for.  All  licenses  shall  give  authority  to 
carry  on  and  conduct  the  businesses  of  grain  dealer,  public  warehouseman  or  track 
buyer,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  shall  be 
revocable  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Publicity,  after  approval  of 
his  decision  by  the  Attorney  General  upon  complaint  being  made  in  writing,  set- 
ting forth  the  particular  violation  of  the  law,  and  upon  due  notice  and  hearing 
and  sufficient  proof,  violations  of  this  Act,  or  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  department,  will  be  considered  sufficient  cause  for  th-e 
revoking  of  licenses.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Publicity  may  re- 
fuse to  issue  licenses  to  any  person  or  concern  whose  licenses  have  once  been  re- 
voked.

had  to  the  county  under  its  former  name.  All  suits,  actions  and  proceedings  in 
law  or  equity,  pending  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  under  its  former  name, 
or  in  any  of  the  other  courts  of  said  county,  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  be 
in  existence  in  the  said  court  in  which  they  were  pending,  under  the  new  name 
of  the  county,  and  shall  not  be  in  anywise  abated  or  affected  by  the  change  of 
name. 

"Section  11,  The  change  of  name  herein  provided  for  shall  not  impair  or 
work  a  forfeiture  or  alteration  of  any  vested  rights  and  all  laws  of  a  general  or 
special  nature  applicable  to  the  county  under  its  former  name  shall  thereafter  ap- 
ply with  equal  force  and  effect  to  the  county  under  its  new  name. 

"Section  12.  All  indebtedness  and  obligations  of  the  county  whether  bonded 
or  otherwise  shall  be  assumed  by  and  become  the  indebtedness  of  the  county  under 
its  new  name  and  shall  be  the  indebtedness  and  obligations  of  such  county  as 
theretofore ;  and  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  by  the  county  under  its  former  name 
outstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  rendition  of  the  decree  shall  be  as- 
sumed by  and  become  due  from  and  paid  by  said  county  under  its  new  name.  All 
contracts  and  obligations  express  or  implied  unfulfilled  by  the  county  at  the  date 
of  the  rendition  of  the  decree  shall  be  assumed  and  discharged  by  such  county 
under  its  new  name. 

"Section  13.  The  terms  of  the  district  court  in  and  for  said  county  as  there- 
tofore established  by  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof  under  the  former  name  of  the 
county  shall  become  the  terms  of  said  court  for  the  county  under  its  new  name 
and  shall  be  held  as  stated  in  and  for  said  county  under  its  former  name. 

"Section  14.  Persons  who  are  at  the  date  of  the  rendition  of  the  decree  the 
county,  tow^nship  and  district  officers  thereafter  be  the  county,  township,  district 
and  Legislative  officials  of  the  county  under  its  new  name  and  as  sucli  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  salaries  or  compensation  during  the  remainder  of  their  terms 
of  office  that  they  were  entitled  to  receive  from  the  county  under  its  former  name.

and  shall  post  a  copy  of  such  statement  in  three  cons'picuous  places  in  the  dis- 
trict, one  of  which  shall  be  on  the  school  house  of  the  district ;  and  in  all  dis- 
tricts disbursing  annual  amounts  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  he 
shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  published  in 
the  same  county  and  district,  if  there  be  one  in  such  district,  a  copy  of  said  state- 
ment for  two  consecutive  issues,  such  publication  to  commence  not  later  than  the 
first  week  in  August.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners to  designate  the  newspaper  in  which  said  publication  shall  be  made."

hospitals  and  places  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for  private  or  co)-|)oiate  pj'ol'it, 
institutions  of  purely  public  charity  and  evidences  of  debt  seciii-cd  by  jnort.c^a^os 
of  record  upon  real  or  personal  property  in  the  State  of  Montana  may  be  exempt 
from  taxation. 

Section  3.  That  separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general 
election  to  be  held  in  Novenibei-,  1918,  which  shall  have  'pvinted  thereon  the  words, 
"For  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  exemption  of  mortgages  from 
taxation,"  and  the  words,  "Against  the  amendment  to  llie  Constitution  relating 
to  exemption  of  mortgages  from  taxation,"  and  the  elector  shall  indicate  his  pref- 
erence by  marking  an  X  before  the  proposition  for  which  he  desires  to  vote  and 
the  result  of  the  vote  on  said  question  shall  be  determined  and  declared  as  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Section  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  after  its  passage  and 
approval.

Board  submitted  the  following  report : 

Helena,  Montana,  February  2Tth,  1917. 

Mr.  President :  W6,  your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  charges 
preferred  against  the  State  Land  Office,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  investigated  items  one  and  two  of  the  charge  and  found  that  while  prob- 
ably there  had  been  technical  violations  of  the  law,  the  action  of  the  State  Land 
Board  in  handling  these  matters  saved  the  State  from  litigation  and  lost  no  money 
thereby. 

In  regard  to  charge  No.  3,  which  included  the  timber  exchange  with  the  Fed- 
eral Government,  we  beg  to  report  that  as  far  as  we  were  able  to  ascertain,  this 
exchange  was  made  in  a  careful  manner  and  the  interests  of  the  State  were  at  all 
times  conserved. 

The  apparent  neglect  complained  of  in  charge  No.  5,  we  ascertained,  was 
caused  by  the  fact  that  the  Federal  Government  withdrew  this  land  as  coal  land, 
which  prevented  the  State  Land  Board  from  selecting  it. 

In  regard  to  charge  No.  4,  which  was  that  of  improperly  and  unjustly  using 
the  powers  of  their  different  offices  to  benefit  and  favor  large  stock  interests  in 
the  selection  and  lease  of  lieu  lands,  we  beg  to  report  that  this  is  a  question  which 
could  only  be  ascertained  after  careful  investigation  of  the  land  selected,  which 
of  course  this  Legislative  Committee  was  unable  to  do.  We  find  the  records  of 
the  office  well  kept  and  very  complete.

DETAILED  SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT,  LAND  OFFICE  INVESTIGATING 

COMMITTEE. 

The  only  charges  that  have  been  presented  to  this  Committee  by  any  person 
or  persons  as  against  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  of  ^lontana.  were 
certain  charges  made  by  Mr.  Clarke  Fisk,  a  former  employee  of  the  State  Board 
of  Land  Commissioners. 

Our  examination  of  the  officials  of  the  office  and  examinations  that  we  caused 
to  be  made  of  the  office  generally,  has  convinced  us  that  there  are  no  other  charges 
that  could  be  made  against  the  Board  or  its  administration.  We  are  also  con- 
vinced that  the  charges  which  were  put  before  us  by  Mr.  Clarke  Fisk  are  without 
foundation  ;  however,  they  having  been  submitted,  we  consider  them  and  report  ac- 
cordingly. 

Mr.  Fisk  has  made  orally  to  some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  the 
charge  that  he  resigned  from  his  position  because  he  could  not  approve  of  transac- 
tions taking  place  in  the  Land  Board.  From  an  examination  of  the  records  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Fisk's  resignation,  which  was  forwarded  to  Governor 
Stewart,  together  with  a  copy  of  his  charges,  on  May  S,  1914.  was  made  after  he 
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had  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  had  ordered  a  termination  of  his  em- 
ployment at  the  end  of  that  month,  because  his  letter  bears  date  of  May  S,  1914, 
whereas  on  page  130  of  Volume  V  of  the  minutes  of  the  State  Board  of  Land 
Commissioners,  we  find  included  in  the  minutes  of  May  6,  1914,  after  the  Board 
had  elected  Mr.  Daly  Johnson  of  Helena  to  take  the  position  then  held  by  Mr. 
Fisk,  the  following  entry  : 

"Whereupon  the  Board  revoked  the  appointment  of  Clarke  Fisk  as  Assistant 
Forester,  effective  May  31,  1914."  And  the  State  Forester  states  that  the  notifi- 
cation to  Mr.  Fisk  was  given  within  five  minutes  after  the  Board  made  the  arder, 
so  that  Mr.  Fisk's  resignation  of  date  May  the  8th,  was  after  the  knowledge  that 
his  services  would  be  no  longer  required. 

We  also  find  that  the  Fisk  charges  are  what  would  be  called  in  a  court  of 
equity  stale  claims,  in  that  they  were  published  at  length  in  the  Montana  Pro- 
gressive on  October  the  29th,  1914  (last  page  of  the  publication),  and  therefore 
were  doubtless  presented  to  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Fourteenth 
Session  (in  1915),  and  since  we  find  no  record  of  their  being  considered  or  dis- 
posed of  w^e  are  forced  to  assume  that  that  Session  declined  to  consider  the  com- 
plaints. 

From  a  casual  examination  we  also  find  that  the  charges  were  not  considered 
by-  the  political  conventions  of  either  of  the  two  prominent  political  parties  of  the 
State,  where,  if  true,  they  could  have  been  effectively  iised. 

But  passing  Mr.  Fisk's  oral  charge  and  the  late  day  at  which  his  charges 
are  presented,  and  taking  the  charges  in  the  order  that  they  are  presented,  we 
find  the  following  : 

CHARGE  A-1. 

Attention  is  called  to  Section  65  of  Chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  which 
provides  that  if  any  successful  bidder  at  a  public  sale  of  State  lands  refuses  or 
neglects  to  make  payment  or  deliver  bond,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana the  sum  of  $100.00  with  costs,  and  the  attorney  general  shall  institute  a  suit 
for  the  recovery  thereof. 

On  September  14,  1912,  J.  H.  Garrett  of  HarloAvtown  and  Chicago,  through 
his  agent,  J.  V.  Kelly,  purchased  the  lands  described  in  A-1  of  the  Fisk  charges. 
The  fifteen  per  cent  payment,  plus  costs,  amounting  to  $2,040.00,  was  tendered 
in  the  form  of  a  draft  at  the  time  of  the  sale ;  the  draft  Avent  through  the  banks 
at  Helena  at  a  later  date  and  was  later  dishonored,  but  was  finally  paid  on  Jan- 
uary 28,  1913.  The  Fisk  charges  state  that  pressure  w^as  brought  to  bear  upon 
him  as  an  officer  to  proceed  with  the  routine  work  of  the  issuance  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  purchase ;  this  he  refused  to  do  awi  he  states  that  the  then  Land  Board 
(Governor  Norris,  Attorney  General  Galen  and  Secretary  of  State  Swindlehurst) 
at  a  special  session  forbade  his  so  proceeding.  We  find  no  record  in  the  Land 
Office  of  any  such  special  or  other  similar  meeting.  Fisk  then  charges  that  after 
Governor  Stewart  came  into  office  (January  1st,  1913)  he,  Stewart,  "sidestepped,"' 
although  he  does  say  that  Governor  Stewart  then  told  him  that  "'parties  insisting 
on  the  illegal  issuance  of  these  papers  did  so  at  their  peril."  Nevertheless  he, 
Fisk,  prepared  the  certificates,  laid  them  on  Governor  Stewart's  desk,  and  on  the 
7th  day  of  February,  1913,  he  charges  Governor  Stewart  signed  these  certifi- 
cates. We  believe  Governor  Stewart  could  have  been  by  law  compelled  to  sign 
them,  because  the  sale  had  been  legally  conducted  and  the  draft  had  been  'paid 
some  ten  days  before,  to-wit,  January  28,  1913. 

(1)  The  citation  of  the  law  does  not  justify  the  charge  made,  because  the 
law  does  not  give  right  to  enforce  the  penalty  of  $100.00  until  after  the  purchaser 
"neglects  to  make  payment  or  deliver  his  bond,"  so  the  State  would  have  no  right 
to  demand  this  $100.00  until  there  was  a  failure  of  payment  or  bond,  and  in  this 
case  there .  was  no  failure  of  payment ;  on  the  contrary,  the  draft  for  $2,046.00 
was  paid,  and  the  State  of  Montana  still  has  the  money. 

(2)  The  facts  do  not  justify  the  charge,  because  we  find  that  the  State 
Land  Office  ever  since  it  has  been  holding  public  sales,  in  conformity  with  the 
common  practice  among  business  men  of  the  world,  permitted  the  use  of  drafts 
and  checks  at  its  sales,  and  further  that  such  sales  are  preceded  by  an  announce- 
ment that  drafts  or  checks  will  be  received,  and  in  the  Garrett  purchase  the  draft 
was  furnished  at  the  time  the  sale  was  ma'de,  so  that  the  Land  Office  had  a  legiti- 
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mate  right  to  proceed  with  the  routine  work  ol'  Ihis  sale  iij*  until  llic  time  tliat, 
according  to  their  rules,  they  .should  ddivci-  tlir  rcrlilica Ic 

We  further  find  that  this  is  not  the;  lirsl  cx^jci  ji ucc  in  the  Land  Office  that 
checks  or  drafts  have  been  dishonored  or  refused  payment,  and  tliat  tlie  Land 
Office  has  always  proceeded  to  take  up  the  question  of  payment  with  tlie  pur- 
chaser just  as  they  did  in  this  case  (s(!e  files  2480,  a,  h,  cj,  and  that  growing  out 
of  that  correspondence  this  draft  was  finall.\'  jtaid  on  January  28,  11)15.  (See 
cash  book  record  2222il.)  Further,  checks  being  so  J'i'c(ju('nt ly  i-ccci \c(l  (at  every 
sale)  it  would  be  impracticable  to  hold  up  the  routini,"  of  the  office  waiting  to  see 
if  each  check  after  deposit  in  Helena  after  return  from  the  sale  went  Ihiough  and 
was  paid.  For  that  reason  the  checks  are  at  once  dep(jsited  in  llehMia  as  cash 
and  are  carried  as  cash  until  the  account  is  finally  disposetl  of  by  eitlnu-  a  can- 
cellation of  the  sale  and  the  State  getting  the  land  back,  or  a  coni'^detion  of  the 
sale  in  the  usual  manner. 

(B)  The  routine  of  the  office  requires  that  a  partial  payment  accompany 
the  bid  and  that  clearance  of  lessors  and  their  improvements,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  be  obtained  by  the  purchaser,  and  that  the  possession  be  not  deli\ered 
in  any  event  prior  to  the  first  of  January  following  the  date  of  sale,  so  that  in  no 
event  was  Garrett  entitled  to  possession  prior  to  January  1,  1913,  and  his  pay- 
ment was  only  twenty-eight  days  short  of  that  date,  so  that  if  there  was  a  de- 
linquency in  the  failure  to  obtain  this  $100.00  deposit  or  bond  in  this  twenty- 
eight  day  period  it  might  be  reasonably  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a  new  ad- 
ministration was  taking  hold  of  affairs  and  they  naturally  wouldn't  institute 
these  'proceedings  in  so  short  a  time. 

(4)  We  further  find  that  neither  does  the  law  or  the  facts  sustain  these 
charges  as  against  the  State  Land  Board,  because  the  section  of  the  law  cited  in 
the  charge  (Section  05,  Chapter  147)  shows  clearly  that  a  deposit  was  not  con- 
templated, but  that  if  the  purchaser  failed  a  suit  should  be  instituted.  And  fur- 
thermore, such  suit  is  not  even  under  the  direction,  supervision  or  control  of  the 
State  Land  Board.  The  law  in  question  in  the  same  paragraph  cited  in  the 
charges  provides  :  "and  the  Attorney  General  shall  institute  a  suit  for  the  recovery 
thereof  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Montana,"  so  that  the  charge  is  not  properly 
laid  at  all  against  the  State  Land  Board,  and  if  good  at  all  is  good  today  and 
the  present  Attorney  General  would  have  authority  to  bring  the  suit  if  he  deemed 
it  advisable. 

That  the  charges  are  the  result  of  a  personal  feeling  of  a  discharged  employee 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  they  fail  to  take  into  consideration  the  benefits 
which  the  State  has  obtained  in  this  transaction.  The  money.  .$2,04G.UU.  the 
State  received  January  28,  1913  ;  the  subsequent  'payment  due  in  September,  1913, 
(one  year  after  purchase)  not  being  made  the  contract  of  purchase  Avas  at  this 
later  date  cancelled  by  the  Board,  so  that  the  State  now  has 

(a)  The  land  back  and  the  contract  cancelled; 

(b)  The  sum  of  $2,046.00  in  cash; 

(c)  The  interest  on  this  amount  for  four  years; 

(d)  No  outstanding  obligation  or  pending  litigation,  since  the  contracts 
were  never  delivered  and  are  now  in  the  Land  Office  files  bearing  the  red  ink 
cancellation  indorsement  on  their  face. 

We  therefore  find  that  Charge  A-1  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence :  and 
that  the  State  Land  Board  did  not  violate  the  law  in  handling  the  transaetiou  : 
and  that  the  State  of  Montana  has  been  benefited  to  the  extent  of  now  havir.u  on 
hand  the  first  payment  which  has  been  forfeited  to  it  of  $2,040.00,  plus  irs  in- 
terest for  four  years,  and  also  still  has  possession  of  the  original  contracvs.  hence 
it  still  has  possession  and  ownership  of  the  land  in  question, 

CHARGE  B-2. 

This  charge  is  that  the  Montana  Logging  Company,  inuler  a  ixn-uur  dated 
June  3,  1912,  being  number  8-C,  was  given  a  permit  to  riuno\ (>  2.11it,(>i)0  board 
feet  of  fire  killed  timber  from  Section  36,  Township  25,  N.  11.  :V2  >\'esi.  and  iluu 
notwithstanding  that  its  contract  was  so  limited  it  actually  cur  antl  removed 
from  the  Section  3,101,600  board  feet,  and  that  of  the  additional  amount  so  cut 
it  only  paid  for  84,840  board  feet  as  green  timber  at  the  tres^  ass  price  of  $6.00 
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per  thousand,  and  that  notwithstanding  this  the  State  Land  Board  made  a  final 
settlement,  through  its  State  Land  Agent,  with  this  company  for  a  balance  of 
$119.17.  This  land  was  burned  over  in  the  big  fire  season  of  1910,  and  it  later 
appears  in  the  correspondence  by  letters  from  the  lessee  and  also  from  the  State 
Forestry  representatives  was  entirely  burned  over,  although  it  seems  there  were 
some  green  trees  that  survived. 

In  1912  Governor  Norris,  through  his  appointee,  State  Forester  Jungberg, 
caused  an  investigation  to  be  made  of  this  burned  over  section  with  a  view  of 
selling  or  disposing  of  the  same.  One  of  Governor  Norris's  timber  cruisers,  in  a 
letter  dated  April  26,  1912,  recommended  the  sale  of  all  of  the  timber,  both  burned 
and  green,  on  the  tract,  for  the  sum  of  $1,450.00.  Subsequently  (June  3,  1912) 
the  Montana  Logging  Company  was  given  a  permit  to  cut  2,110,000  board  feet. 
This  permit  was  doubtless  based  upon  the  estimate  of  Cruiser  Cunningham  made  in 
1911  (one  year  after  the  fire)  which  showed  2,344,000  board  feet,  of  which  231,- 
000  board  feet  was  green,  thus  leaving  2,110,000  board  feet  of  fire  killed.  The 
permit  gave  the  logging  company  two  years  in  which  to  remove  the  timber,  which 
was  sold  to  them  at  a  price  of  forty  (40c)  cents  per  thousand  board  feet,  or  a 
total  sum  of  $850.00.  The  Norris-Galen  Land  Board  made  this  agreement  and 
doubtless  thought  it  advantageous  because  this  company  was  logging  in  that  vi- 
cinity and  would  therefore  give  a  better  price,  although  it  is  to  be  noted  that  they 
disregarded  the  recommendation  of  their  own  forester  that  all  of  the  timber  on 
the  land  be -sold  for  $1,450.00,  This  recommendation  appears  to  "have  been  a  good 
one,  because  the  permittee  was  given  two  years  to  remove  the  timber  and  in  that 
time  a  great  deal  more  of  the  timber  would  die  from  natural  causes,  and  it  ap- 
pears from  the  correspondence  that  after  being  burned  over  the  remaining  live  tim- 
ber was  inflicted  with  a  beetle  pest  which  continued  to  kill  a  large  number  of 
trees.  The  extent  of  the  beetle  damage  was  largely  augmented  by  the  damaged 
condition  of  the  living  trees  from  the  fire  which  had  swe'pt  over  in  1910. 

This  dead  tree  question  appears  to  have  come  up  in  the  correspondence  dur- 
ing the  Norris-Galen  administration,  and  the  Governor  Norris  State  Forester, 
well  knowing  that  after  the  section  had  been  cut  over  would  possibly  not  be 
capable  of  sale  again  for  a  good  many  years  and  that  these  beetle  killed  trees 
would  not  in  the  meantime,  in  ansAver  to  a  letter  of  December  19,  1912,  directed 
to  him  by  Ross  of  the  logging  company,  gave  Ross  and  his  company  permission 
to  cut  all  timber  that  did  not  "bear  green  limbs."  It  was  doubtless  upon  this 
authority  given  during  the  Norris  administration  that  timber  other  than  fire  killed 
as  called  for  in  the  contract  was  cut.  AVe  also  find  that  in  a  letter  of  January 
6,  1913,  from  Cruiser  Wyman  to  the  Forester  complains  of  the  trees  dying  from 
beetle  infection,  and  also  in  a  letter  of  October  8,  1913,  from  the  same  cruiser 
to  this  complainant,  Fisk,  Wyman  refers  to  this  beetle  condition  and  complains 
that  his  original  recommendation  of  $1,450.00  for  all  of  the  timber  on  the  section 
was  not  adopted. 

After  the  permittee  Avent  into  possession  it  was  discovered  that  there  had 
been  a  trespass  by  the  permittee  in  the  cutting  of  81,840  board  feet  of  green  tim- 
ber. A  demand  was  made  for  payment  of  this  in  the  sum  of  $509.01  (trespass 
price  of  $6.00.)  This  trespass  Avas  acknowledged  in  a  letter  of  September  19, 
1912,  but  it  was  claimed  that  oral  authority  had  been  given  to  make  the  cutting. 
This  oral  statement  between  the  Forester  and  the  company  is  later  referred  to  in 
the  correspondence,  hence  it  Avas  doubtless  given.  Again  on  November  3,  1912, 
the  permittee  complained  of  the  $6.00  price,  particularly  on  account  of  the  depre- 
ciated condition  of  the  market  at  that  time.  Later  the  here  complainant  Fisk 
assumed  the  position  of  Acting  Forester  and  as  such  notified  the  logging  co^ii- 
pany  (in  the  midst  of  their  Avork)  to  cease  operations.  In  a  letter  of  October 
21,  1913,  from  the  permittee  to  complaint  Fisk,  the  then  Acting  Deputy  Foj^ester 
complains  of  the  treatment  that  he  has  receiA^ed  and  also  of  the  trespass  price, 
and  in  answer  to  this  letter  in  a  letter  of  October  24,  1913,  complainant  Fisk  ties 
up  the  work  and  refuses  to  acknowledge  the  authority  of  the  previous  Governor 
Norris,  Foresters  or  Cruisers ;  in  ansAver  to  this,  under  date  of  October  30,  1913, 
the  permittee  refers  complainant  Fisk  to  his  permission  to  cut  (although  he  fails 
to  call  Fisk's  attention  to  the  letter  permit  of  December  19.  1912)  and  again 
complains  of  both  the  excessiA^e  payments  and  the  unreasonable  delay.    After  this 
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complaint  Fisk,  then  in  liis  capacity  as  Forest cr,  iiinde  an  inquiry  of  former  I'or- 
ester  Juugbert  with  reference  to  the  condil  ions,  sintin^  lhat  tiie  Hoard  had  di- 
rected him  so  to  do.  We  find  no  record  in  I  In;  i>oai-d  l  ecords  of  any  such  direc- 
tion, and  we  are  prone  to  believe  it  was  ;i  use  of  official  position  to  attempt  to 
get  information  in  the  hope  of  using  the  sjimc  for  political  pni'poses,  evidenced 
by  complainant  Fisk's  having  publislied  these;  ciiar,i;(\s  in  n  |);i|(er  known  as  The 
Montana  Progressive  on  October  2i),  1914.  In  answer  to  this,  foi-mer  Forester 
Jungberg  writes  confirming  the  Itoss  letter  of  October  21,  V.)]''>,  willi  rcfcivnce 
to  the  logging  company's  authority,  and  also  makes  note  of  the  fact  tlnit,  the  fig- 
ures were  only  estimated,  and  of  the  opportunity  for  trouble  owini;  to  the  fact 
that  the  permit  was  a  two  year  one.  Subsequently  the  jjcrmit  t  wi  oti;  another 
letter  of  date  November  27,  1913',  to  complainant  Fisk,  which  is  valuable  as 
showing  the  permittee's  views  confirming  the  treatment  he  had  received,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  other  correspondence,  particularly  that  of  complainant  I'isk.  The 
permittee  further  amplifies  his  position  in  a  letter  to  Fisk  of  date  December  lU, 
1913.  There  is  also  a  letter  in  the  file  that  shows  that  Cruiser  Wyman  under 
date  of  Decemb.er  9,  1913,  recommended  to  complainant  Fisk  a  sale  and  settle- 
ment at  $300.00.  Thus  it  appears  that  the  Governor  Stewart  Land  Board  fell 
heir  to  a  contract  carrying  unfortunate  conditions  with  reference  .to  timber  which 
was  uncertainly  described  and  that  was  sought  out  as  a  political  target  evidently 
because  it  was  connected  with  one  of  the  large  industrial  concerns  of  the  State. 
In  the  face  of  the  condition  which  it  found  and  the  recommendation  of  previous 
timber  cruisers  and  the  muddled  condition  of  the  claim,  the  Governor  Stewart 
Land  Board,  in  a  way  similar  to  that  of  an  ordinary  business  man,  sent  their 
State  Land  Agent,  who  had  been  State  Land  Agent  under  a  number  of  admin- 
istrations theretofore,  to  see  the  permittee  and  make  a  report  on  the  condition 
of  tbe  permit  and  find  out  what  could  be  done.  State  Land  Agent  Whipple  did 
this  and  made  his  report  to  the  Governor,  of  date  February  6,  1914,  without  rec- 
ommendation. Later  upon  being  asked  for  recommendation  he  recommended  that 
a  demand  be  made  for  a  further  payment  of  $119.17,  which  demand  was  made 
and  which  payment  was  made,  thus  making  a  total  payment  to  the  State  on  the 
permit  of  $1,478.23,  which,  it  will  be  noted,  is  in  excess  of  the  original  recommen- 
dation for  sale  made  during  the  Governor  Norris  administration  in  the  cruiser 
letter  of  April  26,  1912,  before  referred  to. 

The  complainant  charges  an  additional  footage  of  lumber,  which,  it  will  be 
noted  in  the  Ross  letters,  is  denied  for  the  reason  that  the  permittee  claims  that 
this  timber  so  claimed  was  cut  from  adjacent  sections  which  did  not  belong  to  the 
State,  which  the  permittee  was  cutting  at  the  same  time. 

From  the  discussion  of  the  matter  with  State  Land  Agent  Whipple  we  are 
convinced  that  he  had  made  a  careful  examination  of  all  of  the  facts  and  was 
convinced  that  the  original  'permit  was  unfortunate  in  that  it  did  not  sell  all  of 
the  timber  on  the  section,  because  if  this  section's  fire  timber  and  all  of  the  tim- 
ber on  the  adjacent  sections  was  cut  it  would  be  hard  to  ever  make  another  sale 
of  the  green  timber  on  Section  36,  in  that  it  would  not  be  worth  wliile  for  any 
one  to  go  in  for  this  alone.  And  furthermore,  as  appears  in  the  correspondence 
with  Cruiser  Wyman,  tbe  beetles  were  killing  the  trees  and  in  a  short  time  the 
remaining  live  timber  would  be  dead  and  would  soon  rot,  and  that  wliilo  it  might 
be  claimed  that  the  permittee  was  a  trespasser  for  the  additional  board  feet 
which  he  cut  over  his  permit,  he  certainly  had  good  evidence  that  he  was  not  a 
trespasser  from  his  oral  arrangements  with  and  letters  from  the  Stare  Forester 
(see  Chapter  118  of  the  Twelfth  Session  Laws,  page  254,  for  his  authoriiy  to 
represent  the  State,  together  with  the  customs  of  the  office),  and  also  that  there 
certainly  had  been  no  wrongful  or  criminal  intent  with  any  of  the  parries,  and 
that  tbe  permittee  certainly  felt  that  be  was  not  only  entitled  to  take  the  timber, 
but  that  he  paid  an  adequate  and  reasonable  price  therefor. 

So  that  to  summarize,  we  find  that  the  most  that  there  is  to  Charge  B-2  is 
that  there  was  an  unfortunate  contract,  but  that  this  conract  was  made  by  the 
Norris-Galen  Land  Board  and  not  by  the  Board  whom  you  are  now  investigating : 
that  neither  tbe  former  Board,  nor  tbe  Board  now  under  investigation,  acted 
with  any  wrongful  intent,  or  that  there  has  been  any  concealment  of  facts.  And 
also  that  the  settlement  was  finally  accomplished  by  the  Board  now  under  inves- 
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tigatiou  in  au  amount  in  excess  of  that  wliich  was  recommended  by  tlie  ex'ijert  of 
tlie  former  administration,  lience  it  having  been  so  recommended  and  later  prac- 
tically coincided  with  in  a  special  report  of  State  Land  Agent  Whipple,  it  is  some 
evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  State  must*  now  have  gotten  value  received. 

We  therefore  find  that  complainant's  charge  B-2  is  not  sustained,  and  that 
the  entire  transaction  having  been  left  by  a  previous  administration  to  the  Stewart 
administration,  was  handled  in  a  careful  and  businesslike  manner,  and  that  the 
facts  do  not  justify  any  further  claim  for  additional  payment  from  the  permittee. 

CHARGE  C-3. 

This  charge  is  perhaps  the  most  serious  of  any  made  by  the  complainant,  in 
that  it  charges  the  Governor  of  the  State  Avith  an  expenditure  in  expense  of  $25,- 

000.  00  "in  giving  25  good  fellows  a  good  time  in  the  mountains''  and  a  loss  of 
approximately  $2,700,01)0.00  of  "the  funds  belonging  to  the  school  children  of  the_ 
State,"  and  yet  we  find  at  the  outset  the  complaint  of  a  discharged  employee  on 
this  entire  transaction,  and  at  the  finish  an  unsolicited  letter  of  commendation 
from  a  present  United  States  employee  in  high  official  position,  to-wit,  State 
Forester  Silcox  of  Missoula,  in  a  letter  of  date  January  27,  1917. 

To  us  as  laymen,  these  two  letters,  one  of  charges  from  a  discharged  em- 
ployee who  was  unable  to  hold  his  official  position,  and  the  other  a  letter  from  a 
Government  official  who  seems  so  efficient  that  he  is  promoted  to  high  official 
position,  received  serious  consideration  because  of  the  character  of  the  testimony 
in  each  instance. 

The  charge  calls  attention  to  the  law  which  provides  that  whenever  the  Fed- 
eral Government  has,  by  the  creation  of  a  Forest  Reserve,  withdrawn  from  the 
State's  right  to  appropriate  sections,  whether  surveyed  or  not,  Avhich  would  or 
may  become  numbered  16  and  36,  as  is  provided  in  the  original  enabling  Act,  the 
State  can  use  this  land  so  withdrawn  and  taken  from  it  as  a  base  to  take  other 
lands  in  lieu  thereof.  It  might  well  be  called  a  lieu  land  selection.  In  the 
counties  of  Flathead,  Lincoln,  Sanders,  Mineral,  Ravalli  and  Missoula,  there  was 
a  large  amount  of  this  land  Avhich  the  Government  withdrew  by  including  it  in  a 
Forest  Reserve  before  it  had  been  surveyed,  hence  before  the  State's  sections  16 
and  36  could  be  located.  On  account  of  the  decision  in  the  Bolton  case  referred 
to  by  the  complainant,  the  State  Board  seems  to  have  deemed  it  advisable  that 
the  State  exchange  these  lands  within  the  Forest  Reserve  and  take  advantage 
of  the  law  which  would  allow  it  to  make  lieu  land  selections  elsewhere.  The  com- 
plainant criticizes  the  method  which  was  adopted  by  the  Land  Department  to 
accomplish  this,  criticizes  the  agreement  which  brought  it  about,  and  says  that  the 
State  has  lost  the  large  sum  of  $2,700,0(XJ.OO  by  the  trade,  and  in  his  charges 
leaves  the  impression  that  the  621,725,000  board  feet  of  timber  involved  w^as  a 
loss  to  the  State  (which  charge  is  absolutely  untrue,  as  evidenced  by  the  record.) 

(1)  At  ^le  outset  of  an  examination  of  these  charges  we  are  met  by  a  com- 
plete answer  to  the  first  charge  of  illegality,  because  we  find  that  in  Chapter  81 
of  the  Laws  of  the  Fourteenth  Legislative  Assembly  (1915)  at  pages  107-108, 
these  contracts  were  expressly  ratified  and  validated  by  a  solemn  Legislative  Act. 

(2)  We  also  find  at  the  outset  that  the  method  adopted  (to-wit,  of  han- 
dling it  through  the  State  Land  Agent  and  being  handled  hy  the  State  Board  of 

1.  aud  Commissioners)  is  ex'pressly  authorized  by  law,  and  we  mention  the  fact 
that  this  authority  is  in  laws  subsequent  to  the  1909  law  referred  to  in  the  Fisk 
charges.  In  Chapter  118  of  the  Laws  of  the  Twelfth  Session  (1911)  at  page 
251,  we  find  that  the  State  Land  Agent  is  given  express  authority  to  "under 
direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  *  *  *  *  select  lands  in  lieu 
of  those  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  in  Sections  16  and  36." 

(3)  We  also  find  that  at  the  same  Session  of  the  Legislature,  to-wit,  the 
Twelfth  Session,  evidently  in  an  effort  to  withdraw  this  lieu  land  question  from 
the  general  law  relative  to  the  management  and  control  of  State  lands,  etc.,  there 
was  a  special  Act  giving  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  authority  to 
handle  this  question,  which  Act,  in  my  judgment,  is  broad  enough  to  permit  them 
to  handle  it  in  any  way  they  see  fit.  An  examination  of  the  manner  in  which 
it  was  handled,  finished  off  as  it  is  by  the  favorable  comment  of  the  Government, 
evidences  that  it  was  handled  in  a  careful  manner. 
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The  Act  referred  to  which  i;i\cs  tliis  UoMi-d  tins  sijccific  nulliority  is  (Jliapter 
73  of  the  Laws  of  tlie  Twelfth  Session  (  11)11;  loimd  ;it  iiai^e  14.1. 

To  summarize,  there  is  a  comijlctc  (U'IVdsc  Io  ('liaises  ('.-'>,  to-\vit,  statutory 
authority.  But  notwithstanding  the  lc,i;;il  (|  ik  sI  ion,  we  tlion-ht  well  to  investi- 
gate the  fact  conditions  also.  In  the  fiisi  pl.uc  ii  will  he  loiind  that  the  method 
adopted  in  Montana,  to-wit,  of  an  excliaii^c  n;;(Mil,  is  similai-  to  that  which  has 
been  adopted  in  other  states — Idaho  for  ('xaiii]:l( — cxcfi)!  lliat  hy  iIk;  taking  of  a 
present  employee  of  the  State,  lo-wit,  State  J^and  Agent,  and  adding  this  to  his 
duties,  the  Montana  Board  sa\'ed  a  sakiry.  To  accomplish  the  exchange  the  Fed- 
eral Government  appropriated  $2.j,UU0.00  and  the  State  of  Monlana  a p])ropriated 
$25,000.00.  This  total  of  $50,000.00  was  agreed  to  be  ex])enfl<d  jointly,  but 
through  the  United  States  Forestry  Service  upon  joint  ap^jroxals.  (It  might 
here  be  noted  that  if  $25,000.00  of  the  State's  money  was  spent  "in  giving  25 
good  fellows  a  good  time  in  the  mountains,"  the  Federal  Government  is  eriually 
culpable,  since  it  had  not  only  equal  control  in  the  selection  of  crews,  but  in  tlie 
expenditure  of  the  money  as  well.)  It  will  be  noted,  however,  upon  an  examina- 
tion of  the  record,  that  only  $32,000.00  was  spent,  or  $10,000.00  to  the  State  of 
Montana. 

The  method  adopted,  which  is  also  criticized,  that  of  running  lines  b.y  com- 
pass and  not  stopping  for  a  complete  survey,  seems  to  be  a  pro'per  one,  because 
(1)  of  its  enormous  saving  in  money  over  what  it  would  have  cost  to  .  have  had 
the  land  absolutely  located  by  survey;  and  (2)  it  appears  to  be  a  recognized 
custom,  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  it  was  used  by  the  State  of  Idaho  in  a  similar 
exchange,  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  in  the  Mount  Rainier  National  Park  re- 
linquishment, and  the  purchase  by,  Mr.  Marcus  Daly  of  lands  from  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway,  in  addition  to  being  used  every  day  by  thousands  of  settlers 
wanting  to  locate  on  unsurveyed  lands,  who  cannot  wait  for  the  official  survey 
or  afford  a  perfect  one.  The  rimning  of  lines  in  the  charge  under  discussion 
seems  to  have  been  very  well  done,  since  the  accuracy  of  the  crews  and  their  work 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  Swan  river  area  map  now  in  the  office  conforms 
almost  exactly  with  the  United  States  official  survey  which  has  just  been  com- 
pleted, but  has  not  yet  been  fully  platted.  Further,  the  records  which  were  as- 
sembled by  these  various  crews,  to-wit,  the  field  report  sheets  on  this  exchange, 
which  are  now  in  bound  volumes  in  the  Land  Office,  bear  evidence  of  the  fact 
that  they  could  not  be  faked,  they  must  have  been  individually  examined.  They 
are  to  be  recommended  for  their  appearance. 

Notwithstanding  the  legal  authority  before  mentioned  and  the  foregoing  ex- 
planation of  the  legitimate  manner  in  which  it  was  handled,  we  belie\'e  tliat  the 
character  of  the  trade  and  results  obtained  bear  evidence  of  the  fact  that  Charge 
C-3  is  unwarranted,  is  unfounded  and  is  totally  unfair  and  proves  conclusively 
not  only  that  the  State  did  not  lose  $2,700.00,  but  that  it  gained  almost  that 
amount  over  in  profit.  The  land  given  up  amotmted  to  approximatt'ly  400.000 
acres  ;  121,160  acres  were  found  to  be  from  this  joint  investigation  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  State  distinctly  forest  and  did  contain  timber,  to-wit.  /•4S,320.(X)0 
board  feet;  the  remaining  acreage,  to-wit,  278,840  acres,  contains  so  little  tim- 
ber and  was  of  so  little  commercial  value  as  timber  land  because  of  its  inacces- 
sibility, as  to  be  practically  valueless  to  the  State,  certainly  not  to  exeetMl  s~).00 
per  acre.  Furthermore,  this  Avas  located  largely  in  the  rougher  portitnis  of  the 
counties  of  Flathead,  Lincoln,  Sanders,  Mineral.  Missoula  and  Ravalli,  so  that 
any  exchange  of  this  land  would  be  a  profitable  one.  An  examination  of  the 
records  discloses  that  this  entire  278,840  acres  was  exchanged  for  good  farm  lands 
in  eastern  Montana  which  are  worth  and  have  been  bringing  from  to 
$25.00  an  acre,  so  that  this  trade  certainly  has  the  appearance  of  being  a  profit- 
able one,  to-wit,  a  gain  of  not  less  than  $7.00  per  acre,  or  in  rough  figures. 
$1,871,880.00. 

The  timbered  121,100  acres:  This  timber  beino-  located  ou  Sectituis  lii  and 
36  was  undoubtedly  of  less  commercial  value  than  to  be  located  in  a  >oliiI  body. 
The  State  Land  Board  is  entitled  to  no  credit  for  the  advantage  of  solid  body 
locations  except  in  so  far  as  they  may  locate  the  solid  body  in  such  a  w^ay  as 
to  add  to  its  commercial  value.  This  they  did,  locatiuo-  it  so  tliat  it  has  two 
of  the  best  driving  streams  of  the  State  adjacent  to  it  and  a  line  of  the  Great 
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Northern  Railway  running  along  the  edge  of  and  through  it.  We  also  believe 
from  our  personal  knowledge  of  the  country  in  question  that  the  lands  thus 
selected  for  their  timber  are  lands  which  will  have  a  later  value  for  agricul- 
tural purposes,  possibly  greater  than  had  they  been  scattered  throughout  a  for- 
est reserve.  As  to  the  actual  timber  on  the  land,  we  find  on  page  22  of  the 
State  Land  Exchange  Reports  in  the  summary  of  the  exchange,  that  they  ex- 
changed footage  for  footage  of  actual  board  feet,  and  also  that  they  endeavored 
to.  as  far  as  possible,  get  the  same  character  of  timber.  We  also  find  that  the 
State  Forestry  Department  feels  that  this  charge  is  unwarranted  and  unfair, 
and  that  the  District  Forester  at  Missoula  wrote  an  unsolicited  letter  to  Mr. 
Miller  eomnionting  on  this  charge  and  the  facts  involved.  Feeling  that  the  com.- 
raendation  by  a  man  of  his  experience  and  official  position  was  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, we  quote  the  letter  at  length:

Dear  Sir:  Mr.  R.  H.  Rutledge  has  called  my  attention  to  the  charges  pre- 
ferred by  Mr.  Fisk  against  the  State  Land  Board  in  connection  with  the  State 
Land  Exchange.  Throughout  all  the  Exchange  proceedings  the  State  Officers 
and  the  Forest  Service  did  everything  possible  to  assure  honest  and  thorough 
work.  Whenever  any  person  employed  did  not  measure  np  to  the  requirements, 
he  was  displaced.  Tlie  men  engaged  were  all  in  all  of  high  grade,  fitted  for  the 
work  in  hand. 

The  task  of  identifying  the  scattered,  unsurveyed  Sections  16  and  36  was 
a  difficult  one.  However  every  precaution  was  taken  to  secure  as  nearly  as 
possible  an  exact  identification  of  each  tract  on  .  the  ground.  If,  perchance, 
there  were  examined  areas,  the  boundaries  of  which  may  not  coincide  with  the 
section  lines  that  future  surveyors  shall  establish,  the  discrepancies  will  be 
negligible,  and  the  totals  of  lands  and  timber  on  the  section,  as  surveyed  will 
not  appreciably  differ  from  those  used  as  a  basis  of  exchange.  Magnetic  com- 
passes were  used  in  running  out  lines.  To'  have  used  more  refined  methods,  like 
fixing  locations  astronomically,  would  have  involved  an  expense  wholly  unjus- 
tifiable. 

The  records  of  the  Exchange  now  in  your  hands  gives  in  detail  the  results 
of  the  cruise  of  each  section  examined,  and  also  shows  the  location  of  each  tract 
surrendered  by  the  State,  and  the  corresponding  tract  taken  in  lieu  of  it.  It  is 
perfectly  true  as  respects  particular  sections  the  amount  of  timber  on  a  sur- 
rendered tract  was  not  the  same  as  that  of  the  lieu  section.  To  have  sought 
lieu  sections  bearing  precisely  the  same  amount  of  timber  of  the  same  species, 
and  discounting  accessibility,  of  the  same  value,  would  have  been  a  physical  im- 
possibility. The  total  acreage  and  the  gross  amount  of  timber  received  by  the 
State  are  practically  identical  with  those  which  it  gave  up.  In  this  connection, 
too,  it  should  be  remembered  that  in  making  the  exchange,  no  account  was  taken 
of  the  fact  that  the  exchanged  school  sections  were  very  often  in  remote  and 
almost  wholly  inaccessible  places  where  the  timber  is  not  now,  nor  for  a  very 
long  time  to  come,  will  be  of  any  commercial  value,  and  where  the  land  itself 
is  suited  only  to  timber  production.  In  place  of  such  land  and  timber,  the 
State  received  two  compact  bodies  of  choice  timber,  readily  accessible  and  in 
great  part  growing  on  land  which,  when  the  timber  is  removed,  will  if  the  State 
so  wishes,  become  available  for  agricultural  use,  in  the  economic  development 
of  the  commonwealth.  If  it  be  thought  necessary  to  vindicate  the  good  faith 
and  honest  endeavor  of  the  State  Board,  I  shall  take  pleasure  in  appearing  be- 
fore the  Legislative  Committee,  with  all  the  files  on  record.  These  are  complete 
here,  since  this  office  had  immediate  direction  of  the  exchange  work.  I  would 
say  in  this  regard,  though,  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  this,  if  it  be  done  at 
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all,  between  February  (itli  and  12tli,  for  after  that  date  I  shall  he  hii^ily  ('i\<^a<f(H\ 
in  the  field,  and  cannot  make  a  trip  to  the  ('a[)itol  after  tliat  date.

We"  therefore  conclude  that  Chai-^^c  (  -:>  is  totally  without  foundation  in 
fact  or  in  law,  and  we  join  with  the  I  nitcd  State.-;  ( io\criiiiicii1  in  coninicnding- 
the  State  Land  Board  foi-  the  excellenl  niannei-  in  which  this  transaction  was 
handled,  and  we  believe  that  it  has  and  will  iiiui-e  to  the  gi-eat  benefit  and 
profit  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

CHARGE  D-4. 

Charge  D-4  is  fundamentally  a  legitimate  one,  l)ut  we  believe  had  the  com- 
plainant made  an  investigation  within  the  last  year  or  two  he  would  lia\e  found 
that  the  Governor  Stewart  Land  Board  took  the  same  \iew  of  it  that  tlie  com- 
plainant did  in  '1914,  to-wit,  that  to  avoid  any  (|uesti(jns  as  to  the  irregularity, 
the  practice  should  cease,  because  we  find  that  the  (ioxernor  Stewart  J.and 
Board  finding  that  this  practice  had  been  indulged  in  by  ])re\ious  Land  Boards 
prior  to  their  administration,  ordered  that  the  practice  cease  notwithstanding 
the  prior  custom.  And  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Charge  D-4  is  against  the 
Stewart  Land  Board's  continuing  the  practice  with  a  certain  land  applicant 
which  had  been  inaugurated  in  previous  administrations  and  was  but  simply 
the  carrying  out  of  what  seemed  to  be  previous  agreements;  and  in  this  con- 
nection we  mention  a  carrying  out  in  the  same  form  and  with  the  same  form,  of 
bond  which  the  prior  administrations  had  adopted.  For  this  reason,  to-wit,  tliat 
the  Board  who  inaugurated  and  adopted  this  practice  have  long  ceased  to  exist, 
and  the  Governor  Stewart  Board  here  under  investigation  are  the  ones  who  have 
stopped  the  practice,  it  would  seem  that  no  wrongful  intent  or  wrongful  act  can 
be  charged  against  the  Governor  Ste^^art  Land  Board.  This  is  also  true  for 
the  reason  that  the  Governor  Stewart  Land  Board  in  the  land  under  discussion 
seems  to  have  obtained  in  the  selection  not  only  good  land,  but  land  that  it 
doesn't  have  to  take  the  hazard  of  selling,  because  there  are  on  file  bonds  for 
the  purchase  of  the  land  at  the  price  which  the  State  Board  has  fixed  for  its 
lands  generally,  to-wit,  $10.00  an  acre,  which  bonds  are  signed  by  responsible 
parties.  There  is  a  possible  technical  legal  objection  to  these  bonds,  but  a 
criticism  of  the  Stewart  Land  Board  as  to  the  bonds  or  their  form  is  not  just, 
since  the  bonds  are  but  copies  of  the  ones  used  under  prior  administrations, 
and  the  present  Board  had  the  right  to  assume  that  their  validity  had  been 
tested  at  the  time  they  were  first  used.  And  as  to  the  bonds  in  question,  the 
signers  are  men  of  such  unquestionable  financial  standing  in  the  State,  that  un- 
doubtedly if  their  integrity  be  questioned  the  makers  would  deposit  certified 
checks,  if  necessary.  Furthermore,  this  charge,  to-wit,  that  land  selections  were 
made  to  enable  holders  of  other  lands  to  lease  them,  is  unfair  in  the  given  in- 
stance not  alone  because  of  this  practice  having  been  recognized  by  previous 
Land  Boards  with  these  particular  parties,  but  it  is  further  unjust  for  the  rea- 
son that  in  the  case  of  these  selections  the  State  of  Montana  has  a  guaranteed 
purchaser  at  its  own  price,  to-wit,  $10.00  per  acre,  something  that  it  doubtless 
cannot  obtain  and'  would  be  glad  tO'  obtain  with  reference  to  all  its  lands. 

The  complainant  charges  that  the  lands  in  question  are  not  worth  the  $10.00. 
From  an  investigation  we  find  that  this  is  a  disputed  ({uestion  of  fact;  the 
State  Land  Agent  claims  that  they  are  worth  that,  and  that  upon  public  sale 
these  guaranteed  bidders  may  possibly  have  to  bid  more  in  order  to  get  them. 
The  plats  ^ive  the  appearance  of  well  located  land,  howe\  er.  as  before  stated, 
this  is  a  disputed  question  of  fact,  which  can  only  be  resolved  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  land  on  the  ground. 

To  summarize,  the  Land  Board  under  investigation  but  follo\\  ed  an  estab- 
lished practice,  already  used  and  provided  bond  and  forms,  is  assiu-ed  of  a  sale 
of  the  land  in  question  at  its  minimum  price,  and  there  seem  to  be  no  other 
applicants  for  the  land  in  question,  hence  no  one  seems  to  have  been  morally 
wronged  in  the  transaction.  We  therefore  think  that  the  charge  is  unfair  and 
imreasonable  as  to  the  Land  Board  under  investigation,  and  that  it  sliould  be 
dismissed. 
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CHARGE  E-5. 

This  charge  is  indefinite  and  uncertain,  in  that  it  would  imply  that  laws 
had  not  been  complied  with,  although  the  charge  la,ter  admits  that  the  proper 
steps  were  taken.  In  substance  it  is  to  the  effect  that  under  a  law  (Act  of 
August,  1894),  Congress  authorized  the  States  to  apply  for  surveys  of  isolated 
tracts  within  their  boundaries,  and  upon  the  survey  being  made  and  the  State 
taking  certain  steps  by  public  proclamation,  the  State  was  to  have  a  sixty  (60) 
day  preference  right  to  select  lands  in  this  isolated  tract  after  they  were  offi- 
cially surveyed,  and  that  acting  upon  this  authority  in  1910  Governor  Norris 
made  application  for  survey  of  Township  26  North  of  Range  53  East  (lands  in 
Eastern  Montana  back  on  the  benches  from  the  Missouri  River  in  the  Glasgow 
Land  District).  It  is  charged  that  the  State  Land  Agent  Whipple  from  here 
on  out  neglected  and  failed  to  handle  the  matter  in  a  business  like  manner,  and 
that  Governor  Stewart  since  assuming  his  office  on  January  1st,  1913,  has  failed 
to  act  expeditiously,  with  the  result  that  a  large  number  of  settlers  got  in  on 
this  land  (every  quarter  section  of  it  but  one)  and  that  thus  a  preference  right 
w^as  created  in  the  settler;  and  further,  the  so-called  dereliction  of  duty  would 
now  work  an  injustice  on  either  the  settler  or  the  State  in  the  loss  of  the  land, 
or  the  loss  of  the  settler.  It  is  charged  that  when  the  right  was  claimed  by 
Governor  Norris  in  1910,  the  Glasgow  Land  Gffice  should  have  been  advised  of 
it  and  marked  this  off  on  their  plat  books,  so  that  entrymen  would  not  have 
comcj  in,  but  that  for  some  reason  this  was  not  done;  and  that  Land  Agent 
Whipple  committed  a  grave  dereliction  in  that  he  did  not  go  down  and  follow 
this  up  in  the  Glasgow  Land  Office  at  once  in  1910  and  not  wait  until  the  time 
that  he  did  go,  to-wit,  under  the  administration  of  Governor  Stewart  in  1913, 
and  that  on  account  of  these  derelictions  all  of  this  land  was  taken  and  claimed 
adversely  to  the  State.  The  charges  give  the  distinctly  false  impression  that 
they  were  thus  lost  to  the  State,  to-wit,  a  loss  of  $113,440'.O0'.  (We  use  the 
word  "false"  advisedly,  because  the  State  of  Montana  can  never  lose  its  rights  of 
selection  because  of  prior  entry  or  claim  by  the  Government,  by  a  settler,  by  a 
corporation  or  otherwise,  it  is  always  entitled  to  make  lieu  land  selections,  and 
it  simply  uses  the  lands  that  may  be  thus  adversely  claimed  as  base  lands  to 
trade  for  lieu  lands).  The  answer  to  this  charge  segregates  itself  into  three 
heads:  (1)  The  legal  answer;  (2)  The  moral  answer;  and  (3)  The  business 
answer. 

(1)  The  legal  answer:  Charge  E-5  purports  to  charge  that  the  State  lost 
lands  that  it  was  entitled  to.  In  the  first  place  the  complainant  failed  to  fully 
examine  the  records,  for  had  he  done  so  he  would  have  found  that  even  though 
there  were  no  settlers  on  the  land  in  question  the  State  of  Montana  never  could 
have  taken  it,  and  the  State  of  Montana  was  so  advised  during  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Norris-Galen  Land  Board.  An  examination  of  the  correspondence  in 
the  State  Land  Office  concerning  this  particular  bit  of  land,  and  found  in  the 
Glasgow  Land  Office  file,  discloses  that  in  February,  1910,  Governor  Norris 
made  application  under  the  Act  of  1894  before  referred  to  the  lands  here  in 
question,  together  with  other  lands,  and  that  the  usual  proclamation  was  had 
and  published  as  required  by  law  in  the  Searchlight,  a  newspaper  published  at 
Culbertson,  Montana,  once  a  week  for  thirty  day  a  beginning  April  4,  1910,  and 
that  the  Governor  transmitted  the  State's  application  to  have  the  land  surveyed 
in  the  usual  manner.  Unfortunately  the  letter  of  the  Land  Department  at 
Washington,  in  response  to  this  letter  of  Governor  Norris's,  was  written  direct 
to  the  Governor,  and  we  find  was  neA'er  transmitted  by  Governor  Norris's  office 
to  the  Land  Board,  but  still  remains  in  the  Governor's  office  files.  It  is  a  letter 
known  as  letter  "E"  of  date  February  21,  1910,  and  directed  to  the  Governor  of 
Montana.  The  Land  Office  file  does  disclose  that  subsequently  when  Land 
Agent  Whipple  in  an  abundance  of  caution  and  precaution  was  investigating 
these  lands  two  years  prior  to  the  time  he  would  have  a  right  to  select  them, 
he  found  that  the  Glasgow  Land  Office  had  not  marked  them  off  on  their  plats. 
He  accordingly  had  Mr.  Oker,  the  register,  direct  a  letter  to  the  Land  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  to  know  the  reason  why  settlers  had  been  permitted  in  on 
this  Township  26.    In  response  to  this  letter,  the  Land  Department  at  Washing- 
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ton,  under  date  of  Deeeniljcr  11,  U)l.'],  in  letl(!i-  "K"  ".JSW  (5G(i2;j''  jer,|j(nidcd  as 
follows : 

"You  further  state  that  one  of  tli(!se  townships,  'I'p.  2(),  S.  K.  Kast,  has 
recently  been  surNcycd,  and  will  soon  he  (jj)ened  for  filing-,  \'ou  (h^sire  to  Jiave 
the  matter  cleared  up  as  soon  as  possildc;,  to  avoid  further  complications  with 
any  of  the  settlers  who  liave  gone  into  said  townsliip,  wlirch  is  inchuied  in  the 
GoAernor's  application. 

"In  reply,  you  are  advised  tlial  ou  cxaniinalion  of  1lic  oiliciiil  records,  it 
appears  by  office  letter  'E'  of  Ecbruary  "il,  I!)  10,  1  lie  (\i>\fr\\<>y  oi'  .\i(jntana  was 
informed  that  the  townships  in  his  list  w  (,'r(;  sui  Ncycd,  oi'  under  (-(jntract,  con- 
sequently the  application  (the  State's  appiication  j  for  w  ithdraw  al.^  was  not  al- 
lowed; and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  all  of  said  townships  are  embraced 
in  coal  withdrawal  No.  1,  executive  order  of  July  IJili,  IIJIO,  it  would  appear  that 
no  further  action  can  be  taken  by  this  office  in  the  matt(!i-  of  securing  any 
preference  right  of  the  "State  to  make  selections  of  lands  in  To\\  nslii[)  20,  North 
R.  53  East,  when  the  same  shall  be  open  for  entry." 

The  letter  referred  to,  to-wit,  the  letter  to  Governor  Norris  of  date  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1910,  absolutely  corroborates  this,  so  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  if  State 
Land  Agent  Whipple  had  done  all  in  his  power  to  get  these  lands,  lie  iicx  cr  <;ould 
have  gotten  them  for  the  State  of  Montana,  because  the  Government  refused  to 
permit  the  State  to  exercise  its  preference  right,  and  the  lands  had  been  with- 
drawal under  an  executive  order.  Had  complainant  Fisk  investigated  this,  we 
doubt  if  he  would  have  made  this  charge. 

(2)  The  moral  answer  is,  that  the  charges  claimed  that  no  business  like 
effort  was  made,  and  failed  to  recognize  that  a  real  and  intelligent  business  like 
effort  was  made,  and  also  that  over  half  of  the  lands  in  question  had  preferen- 
tial settlers'  rights  prior  to  an}^  time  that  Land  Agent  Whipj)le  could  ha\  e  gone 
on  the  land.  As  a  matter  of  fact  there  was  a  business  like  effort  made.  In  the 
simimer  of  1913  the  survey  of  this  land  got  well  under  way;  as  soon  as  State 
Land  Agent  Whipple  learned  of  this  he  instructed  Mr.  Brulo  of  his  office  to  go 
there  and  when  the  survey  was  completed  enough  on  the  ground  to  intelligently 
locate  the  land,  to  go  ahead  and  examine  the  land  and  make  plats  of  it  for  the 
purpose  of  Montana  selections  and  make  a  full  investigation  and  plat  thereof. 
This  was  done  in  1913.  This  investigation  was  a  full  and  conqjlete  one  and  de- 
scriptive plats  are  on  file  in  the  Land  Office.  The  sur^  ey  and  its  approval  and 
final  platting  was  not  completed  until  the  early  summer  of  lUlo  (see  U.  S. 
Government  Survey  Record,  copies  of  which  are  in  the  State  Land  Office)  two 
years  later,  and  the  rule  and  law  are  that  the  State's  rights  for  preference  are 
within  the  sixty  (60')  days  after  this  final  platting  and  approval  of  the  survey, 
So  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  Land  xA.gent  Wliipple  in  what  would  seem  to  have 
been  an  abundance  of  caution,  was  on  the  job  trying  to  get  in  shape  to  make 
intelligent  locations  approximately  two  years  before  he  had  any  right  to  go 
there. 

The  charge  is  made  that  8120  acres  of  land  were  thus  selected  and  that 
they  all  contained  settlers,  hence  the  State  was  put  in  the  false  position  of  be- 
ing compelled  to  drive  out  that  which  it  most  desired,  settlers,  by  claiming  the 
settlers'  lands.  This  charge  is  wrong,  because  State  Land  Agent  W  hipple,  nor 
anybody  else  had  a  right  to  gO'  there  prior  to  Governor  Norris"  re([utvst  for  with- 
drawal in  February  of  1910,  and  an  examination  of  the  plats  and  leports  of 
Field  Agent  Brulo,  together  with  his  notes  thereon,  disclose  that  of  these  8120 
acres  (as  a  matter  of  fact  8400  acres)  9(i0  were  entered  ui)on  in  1!H)7.  and  3320 
were  entered  upon  in  1909  by  actual  settlers,  so  that  4280  avres  (  more  than  half 
of  the  acreage  complained  of)  had  already  been  taken  up  by  these  settlers  be- 
fore anybody  could  act.  These  records  also  disclose  that  this  x-ii lenient  con- 
tinued as  follows:  in  1910,  320  acres;  1911,  1440  acres:  1912.  SSO  acres;  1913, 
1480  acres;  so  that  the  total  acreage  of  8400  acres  had  been  completely  entered 
by  settlers  two  years  before  the  State  of  ^Montana  could  have  any  right  to 
make  actual  selections,  to-wit*  two  years  before  the  a})proval  of  the  plats  and 
surveys,  after  which  date  Montana's  sixty  (00)  day  period  of  selection  would 
start.  It  is  noticeable  here  that  in  the  two  years  prior  to  Governor  Norris's  re- 
quest there  was  more  land  taken  by  settlers  in  the  tract  in  question  than  in  the 
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total  four  years  following',  up  to  the  tiuie  Land  Agent  AMiipple  went  on  the 
ground  on  his  own  initiative.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  charges  are  morally 
wrong,  in  that  the  entry  of  settlers  which  is  complained  of  was  over  half  ac- 
complished before  the  State  of  jMontana  ever  moved  in  1910,  and  was  entirely 
accomplished  two  years  before  it  had  any  right  to  move.  Complaint  is  made 
that  Land  Agent  Whipple  should  have  examined  the  records  of  the  Land  Office 
at  Glasgow  to  find  why  it  was  that  these  settlers  were  coming  in  here  and  that 
the  Olasgow  Land  Office  did  not  have  these  lands  marked  for  withdrawal.  The 
reason  was  two-fold;  one  because  he  found  from  his  examination  that  over  half 
of  tlie  acreage  settled  antedated  any  right  the  State  of  Montana  could  hope  to 
assert;  and  secondly,  because  had  he  examined  it,  the  Government's  Land  Agent 
at  Glasgow,  together  with  the  LTnited  States  Government,  would  have  referred 
him  back  to  the  letter  "E"  of  February  21,  DIO,  wdiich  was  in  the  files  of  the 
Governor's  office  which  clearly  states  that  the  State  of  Montana  could  not  take 
any  of  these  lands.  It  is  true  that  had  the  letter  referred  to  been  transmitted 
from  the  Governor's  office  to  the  Land  Office  in  1910  doubtless  Mr.  Whipple 
would  not  have  taken  the  time  of  his  subordinate  to  make  the  investigation 
that  he  did  of  the  land  in  question,  but  this  is  no  fault  of  Land  Agent  Whipple's, 
and  the  loss  to  Montana  in  time  and  expense  we  find  could  not  have  exceeded 
$50.00. 

(3)  The  business  answer  of  the  charge  is,  that  the  charge  is  wrong  in  con- 
veying the  impression  that  Montana  lost  these  lands.  As  before  stated,  Mon- 
tana could  not  at  that  or  this  stage  of  its  development  lose  its  right  to  land, 
so  that  to  protect  against  just  such  situations  as  this  the  State  on  March  10, 
1910,  evidently  to  protect  against  this  very  proposition,  made  a  request  of  the 
Government  for  survey  and  preference  right  to  make  selections  in  SO'OjOOO  acres 
of  land  in  Sheridan  and  Valley  counties;  again  in  1914,  after  the  State  Land 
Agent  found  that  he  could  not  get  his  selections  which  he  attempted  to  make 
in  1913,  the  Governor  Stewart  Land  Board  made  a  request  for  survey  and  pref- 
erence right  for  approximately  255,000  acres  in  Custer  and  Fallon  counties  (see 
Records  of  Oictobei'  12,  1914)  and  again  for  approximately  100,000  acres  in  Fer- 
gus county  (see  Records  of  October  3,  1914),  so  that  we  are  of  the  belief  that 
in  these  tremendous  acreages  Montana  had  ample  protection  for  that  which  it  is 
claimed  she  lost  in  these  Missouri  river  benches.  We  also  find  that  even  today 
with  this  tremendous  acreage  which  it  has  asked  the  privilege  to  have  a  pref- 
erence right  in,  it  only  has  a  preference  right  of  base  selections  of  24,270  acres, 
and  that  for  this  it  has  other  withdrawal  selections  in  addition  to  the  ones 
which  I  have  just  enumerated. 

To  summarize,  the  records  show  that  the  State  never  could  have  gotten  this 
land;  that  State  Land  Agent  W'hipple  was  two  years  ahead  of  his  rights  in  try- 
ing to  get  it  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  he  could  not  ever  obtain  it,  and  lastly 
that  the  State  of  Montana  has  not  lost  by  it,  but  has  rather  gained  settlers  and 
has  ample  protection  in  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  we  find  that  there  are  no  other  charges  except  these,  that 
unfortunately  lose  their  force  by  coming  from  a  discharged  employee,  and  that 
the  charges  in  question  are  in  fact  of  no  force  and  should  not  be  considered, 
because  they  were  totally  and  wholly  unproven,  and  an  examination  of  the 
transactions  involved  shows  that  the  best  interests  of  the  State  and  the  funds 
in  question  were  fully  protected,  and  that  the  State  has  profited  in  almost  every 
transaction.  Our  examination  into  these  charges  confirms  us  in  the  belief  that 
they  were  doubtless  refused  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  1915  because  of 
their  being  without  merit  and  unfair,  and  we  completely  exonerate  both  the 
1913-16  Land  Board  and  the  1909-12  Board  as  well."

Insert  in  Section  3  the  following:  "Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  Section  One  (1)  of  this  Act,  whether  as  principal  or  agent, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  (200)  dollars 
nor  more  than  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  for  ea'ch  offense." 

Insert  the  following  to  be  numbered  as  Section  4:  "Nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  be  construed  as  repealing  any  other  Act  or  part  of  an  Act.  but  the  reme- 
dies herein  provided  shall  be  cumulative  to  all  other  remedies  provided  by  law."

Individual 
efforts  cannot  accomplish  the  results  in  time  for  this  year's  planting  of  crops 
but  the  combined  efforts  of  the  State  and  Nation  can  produce  results  in  this 
line  that  would  be  a  mighty  factor  in  the  struggle  which  appears  to  us  to  be 
inevitable. 

We  have  great  mineral  resources,  great  water  power  and  great  agricultural 
assets,  and  last,  but  not  least,  we  have  men,  all  of  which  are  at  the  disposal  of 
the  government  for  national  defense. 

We  express  as  our  sober  and  deliberate  judgment  the  conviction  that  the 
dangers  that  threaten  us  are  great  enough  to  require  and  demand  the  mobiliza- 
tion of  our  national  resources  for  war  or  peace,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  we  urge 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  to  that  end.
